They are then 
reported to the County Court, anda list is pub- 
lished and an order is entered for any one to come 
forward and show the incapacity or unfitness of 
any one 80 reported. The court rejects or confirms 
such judges, and when confirmed they become 
officers of the court, and subject to summary pun- 
ishment for misbehavior in office. It will be seen 
that average men, at least, will be thus dbtained 
for judges, whicb is the Oret great point. 

Second—No one can vote who is not registered, 

is required once in four years, 
application and examinauon under 
oath as to qualification is required. The judges of 
election have power, and it is made their duty, to 
keep off the registry those who are sot entitied to 
vote. This is the New York lav. as we have seen. 
After the registry and before each election the 
clerks, as Canvassers, go to each house from which 
@ name is registered and make inquiry for such 
person. If not found, or if dead, or removed, or 
supposed to be disqualified, a notice is left for 
bim and also sent through the maiis to his regis~ 
tered address to appear before the board and show 
cause why bis name should not be stricken from 
the registry. And if he does not appear or if it 
shall appear that he is not entitled to vote, bis 
name will be stricken off. If improperly stricken 
of he may be restored by the Board of Commis- 
siopers or the County Court. No dead wood will be 
carried upon the registers. The registers will be 
arjanged according to streets and published and 
printed ip the precinct. 

Third—The preetnets will only contain co voters, 
thus enabling the legal voters to be ascertained to 
a certainty. 

Fourth—Polis open at 6 o’clock a. m. and close 
at 4 p. m., 80 as to enable the count to be finished 
before the judges and clerks are worn out, 

Fifth—Ei -day shall be a legal holiday. 

Sixth—Watchers from ali the parties to be ad- 
mitted to the room where the votes are counted. 

Seventh—The count is so regulated that mistakes 
cannot oecur, and upon its conclusion a prociama- 
tion is to be made of the result. 

EKighth—The returns and tally- sheets are all de- 
livered to different officers, each judge and clerk 
taking one. 

Ninth—The general canvass to be made by the 
County Judge. City Attorney, or Board of Biection 
Commissioners.

Van Pelt and his partner, Robert Bruce, who 

inaugurated the new ticker business known 

as The Chicago Commercial! & Financial News 

Company,“ are receiving the thanks of all

for the effectual way in which they bave as- 

sailed the Western Union and forced that mam- | 
moth organization to make a sweeping cut in 
its rates. The Western Union has been in the 
babit of charging its customers $6 per week 
for the use of the gold and stock ‘' tickers” 
under its control, and there was no hope 

‘of apy reduction 80 long as no com- 

petition existed. A few months ago 

a new scheme with a new ticker was tioated 

by Messrs. Bruce and Van Pelt, abd about a 

week ago they started in to supply ticker 

service at $5 a week. lu the meantime an- 
other new concern, calling itself The Com- 
mercial Quotation Company,” got under way, 
and wsued circulars offering to supply tick- 


month. This company is understood to be 
backed by the Mackay-Bennett interest and to 
have the use of the Postal Company's wires. 
It claims to have as ample facilities for col- 
lecting and furnishing quotations as either of 
its competitors, The wise heads of the West- 
ern Union, who never. move until they are 
driven, foregaw that such competition would 
be dangerous, more especially as it was get- 
ting poised abroad that many Board of Trade 
men proposed to take advantage of the 
cheaper tickers. Early yesterday after- 
noon Mr. A. Wood, the agent of 
their gold and stock department, notified 
all customers of the Western Union Com- 
pany that from Monday, Oct. 5, the charge for 
the tickers on which the grain quotations were 
sent out would be §2 a week. Mr. Wood as- 
sured a TRIBUNE reporter that such a rate 
would not pay expenses, but his company was 
bound to make the out in the interests of its 
business. It could easily be gathered that the 
Western Union did not contemplate sticking 
long to the $2-a-week rate. Its obvious inten- 
tion appeared to be to freezé the other com- 
panies out, and then once more be able to dic- 
tate ite own rates, Van Peit and Bruce declare 
that they will not meke any cut on their $5-a- 
week rate. They claim to have better inetru- 
~ments and to furnish a better service than the 
Western Union, and assert that their many 
customers are perfectiy satisfied with the

He was 
asked yesterday about the feeling of the peo- 
ple of Georgia upon Senator Sherman's stand 
in the Ohio campaign, 

„They feel that it was untimely, unneces- 
sary, and unprovoked,” he replied. “ But 
they have been badgered, and maligned, and 
bumiliatea so long by these attacks that they 
have become somewhat indifferent to them. 
What good bas been done by these attacks on 
sister States? It will not belp Georgia it Ohio 
is dragged down. We would prefer see- 
ing her prosper, her good name untar- 
nished, and a Spirit of frjendliness exist 
between us and ber, What is the use of spend- 
ing millions of dollars in railroads for luter- 
communication if we do not belong to the same 
country? and if we do, there ought not to be 
this endless throwing of the charges of seces- 
sion and outrages upon the blacks against us. 
We went into the War and lost. We came back

VAN PELTISM AND THE CHAWFORD 
LAW. 

Little Van Pelt, Democratic machine boss, 
thinks he has discovered a plan to evade and 
nullify the provisions of the Crawford law 
for the regulation of primary elections, and 
accordingly declares himself anxious for the 
adoption of the new system by the Demo- 
crats in the interest of ballot-box stuffing and 
fraud. In aninterview yesterday he outlined 
his opinions and plans as follows: 

It is the best thing we machine politicians 
could wish for. Of course we shall adopt it, 
for it will give us more power thanever in 
condueting primaries. Without the Craw- 
ford law there is ail room for a con- 
test after delegates have n elected, and nine 
times out of ten the contesting parties succeed 
in forcing a compromise which gives them at 
least one-half the votes in the convention. 
With the Crawford law there is no opportu- 
nity for contest. Itis expressiy probibited, 
and, in fact, would be utterly useless, as the 
law provides that after the ballots have been 
counted they shall be burned in the presence 
of the voters. The law says the ballot-box shall 
be shown to the voters before the voting be- 
gins; it provides that the votes shall be counted 
in the presence of the public, and that none 
but eligible voters in the district where the 
votes are cast shall be allowed to vote. All 
this looks like an effective preventive of bal- 
lot-box stuffing. Nonsense! law does not 
prevent Republicans from voting at Demo- 
cratic primaries and Democrats from voting at 
Republican primaries, provided they reside in. 
the district. What is Sore favorable to ma- 
chine methods than that? Carefully selected 
judges can stuff the box with bogus ballots, 
count them before the eyes of the voters, and 
then burn up tue evidence of superfluous 

voting. Could any one devise a better scheme 
for assisting the machine? By all means let us 
have the Crawford law. 

It would be superfluous to argue with a man 
who prizes an election system only in the de- 
gree that it facilitates fraud, or even to ex- 
plain to him that any person who tries to put 
the Van Pelt theory of the Crawford act into 
execution will stand an excellent chance of 
serving a term in the County Jail. It is im- 
portant, however, that fhe people should 
understand that Van Pelt’s vaporings proceed 
from gross ignorance of the Crawford act 
and of the pains and penalties therein pro- 
vided. 

The Crawford act is substantially the same 
as the primary-election laws in California 
and Ohio, which have done so much to puri- 
fy primaries in those States. Its provisions 
have stood the test of experience there and 
have proved admirable safeguards against 
fraud. _ The object of the Crawford act is to 
protect all political parties and secure 
them the right to hold primary elections free 
from outside interference or inside fraud. It 
applies to all parties—Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Greenback, Prohibition, Woman's 
Suffrage, or any other, ‘The first section pro- 
vides that ‘‘ whenever any committee or body

for a political party shall elect to accept

Pelts to nullify and defy it 
as they please, they must suffer the conse- 
quences and comfort themselves with the re- 
fiection that they alone are to blame.

PRICES OF FARM PRODUCTS. 

The New York Tribune claims to have dis- 
covered from official records the data to prove 
that. the American speculator is a nuisance. 
Its principal reason is found in the fact of a 
small export movement last August, as 
measured in dollars, and it ascribes this to 
the other (alleged) fact that the speculators 
insist on manufacturing prices that are far 
above the level at which it is profitable to 
place the property on & foreign market. The 
argument is a very faulty one, so far as the 
present time is concerned, however much 
reason there may have been for it at some 
time in the past. It is undeniable that the 
prices of farm produce that now prevail 
are so low as to leave the farmer but 


a poor remuneration for the cost and 


trouble of raising acrop. It might also be 
said that the recent temper of speculation 
has been rather bearish than otherwise, so 
that the prices of corn and oats in the specu- 
lative markets have not been so high as those 
offered by consumers at the East—and so the 
holders of the grain in the country have 
been able to obtain better prices for it by 
shipping directly East than by sending it to 
a speculative market at Chicago or else- 
where. Against this it may be urged that 
cut rates of rail freight have had a great 
deal to do with the movement here re- 
ferred to, but there is another phase of 
the story which cannot be gainsaid. It 
is that the $43,000,000 worth of our 
exports for last August, which is found fault 
with as the smallest of any month for eight 
years, would have been much larger if the 
same quantity of material had been sold, and 
at the average prices per pound or bushel of 
several years past. The truth is, that present 
prices of produce are about as low as they 
can well be without making the farmer poor, 
and it were decidedly for his interest, as a 
class, to produce less if he cannot realize bet- 
ter prices in the future. Of course the farm- 
er is not the only member of the community, 
and what is his loss an account of poor 
prices may be said to be the gain of 
the consumer at home. But no people has 
ever been permanently benefited by the undue 
depression of any class of its producers, and 
it is certain that the manufacturing and 
mercantile classes in this country will not 
find employment in serving the wants of the 
farmer if the latter receive only starvation 
prices for what he has to sell. The mischief 
with the New York Tribune is that it is rea- 
soning simply from the standpoint of the 
grain merchant on the seaboard who finds it 
difficult to sell to Europe, and foolishly 
imagines that there would be à radical im- 
provement in his condition if the seller in 
this country would further reduce his prices. 
The argument would be a cogent one If the 
prices referred to were high; but they are not 
—and nave not been so at any time this year. 
Furthermore we may say that the situation 
has been such as to have made it impossi- 
ble to sell much more of our breadstuffs to 
European buyers than we have done if the 
property had been offered at 10 per cent less 
money. They have had all they wanted, and 
while in that state would not accept more, no 
matter at how low a price the stuff was of- 
fered. Now that they have found out the 
existence of a comparative deficiency at home 
they are bidding up for the wheat and flour 
which they would not take a few weeks ago 
at very much lower rates than they now bid 
freely. All of which goes to show that. the 
logic of the situation has been misapprehend- 
ed by the men who find fault with it, and 
suggests that it may be as well to keep the 
sauce till the game is in season. 


THE STOCK-GAMBLERS’ FAILURES. 

The failures of the two New York stock- 
gambling firms, William Heath & Co. and 
Henry N. Smith, will not occasion any sur- 
prise or arouse any sympathy outside of Wall 
street, however much they may agitate that 
nest of gamblers. No one will care whether 
they went down separately or whether one 
pulled the other under; how much they have 
lost or how they lost it, or whether they ever 
resume operations or not. It is probable, if the 
consensus of the country could be obtained, 
it would prefer that they should not resume, 
and would express a very strong. desire that 
the same fate might overtake all the rest of 
the stock-gamblers on that street. It would 
be better for the morals and the credit of the 
country if the whole gang, from Jay Gould 
down, could be wiped out at once and set to 
earning an honest living. 

These stock-gamblers were engaged in the 
same general line of business as betters on a 
horse-race, betters on.ball-games, or gamblers 
at the green-table, with the exception that the 
latter bet only their own money, while the 
Wall street gamblers bet their own and other 
people’s also. In the simple matter of honesty, 
therefore, the ordinary gambler in the pool- 
room or the gaming-house has the advantage 
of the Wallstreet gambiers. ‘They go upon 
the stock market for the same purpose that 
the “Plunger” went to the English race- 
courses, “to clean out tie crowd.” The 
methods of doing it were not a matter for 
discrimination by. the Plunger, nor are they

only the. depositors but even customers WhO 
kept up their margins are all floundering to- 
gether in the common wreck. They even 
went further than this and sold or hypoth- 
ecated securities without the consent of the 
owners, and applied the money to gambling 
transactions, To crown all, even after they 
had drawn up their assignment, they renewed 
contracts, of course betting with other people’s 
money. 

In the downfall of such reekless, un- 
scrupulous. speculators. as these there is 
nothing to arouse sympathy, On the other 
hand, there will be a general feeling that 
such an illegitimate style of conducting busi- 
ness ought to come to an end; nor will there 
be any feeling of sympathy for other gam- 
blers who may have lost by them. It would 
be better for the country and a biessing 
to legitimate business if the whole nest 
of Wall street gamblers could be wiped out 
Vanderbilt and Jay Gould with them-——so 
effectually that they could never resume 
their trickeries and dishonesty. They do 
nothing but<liscredit the stock market, dam- 
age other business interests, and derange 
values, Worse than all this, they sgt an 
example of making money by dishonest and 


eunning short cuts which is peculiarly cap- 


tivating to young men and particularly dam- 
aging to personal honor and morality. If it 
were possible to keep Wall street under 
police surveillance and to raid every stock- 
gambling house and bucket-shop that dared 
to operate, it would be a benefit to the public 
and an invaluable reinforcement to existing 
systems for mores advancement. 


HELP IN THE KIICHEN. 

The servant-girl problem is again the sub- 
ject of some discussion in the columns of the 
press for the thousandth time. It is one of 
those questions which are ever and anon 
cropping out, discussed pro and con, and 
then allowed to lapse into temporary obliv- 
ion for want of a solution. It seems to be 
taken for granted that the case is one with- 
out a remedy, unless it be of the heroic char- 
acter, which nobody has the -courage or the 
patience to apply, though there are plenty 
of advisers as to what others shoulddo. The 
best of them furnish little more than an 
illustration of the truth which lies couched 
in the remark that the wives of bachelors 
and the children of old maids are easily 
managed.” 

The great trouble appears to be found in 
the kitchen. That is the place where the 
cook reigns supreme, and in many cases con- 
siders herself so completely the monarch of 
all she surveys as to assert the right to order 
her employer out ‘when the latter presumes 
to invade the halléwed precincts that are de- 
voted to the realization of the old comedy, 
“High Life Below Stairs.” Those who 
keep more than one girl” find it compara- 
tively easy to manage the chambermaid or 
the nurse; and those who have but one, as a 
maid of all work, experience the least of 
their aggravations outside the domain of the 
kitchen. It matters not if he girl“ knows 
little more of the American language 
than that which enables her to de- 
mand board and washing and “$5 a 
week, mum,” or that she is hopeles- 
ly at sea in the matter of cooking 
anything higher in the scale than a potato 
with a bone in it.“ She may not know the 
art of basting, or of making gravy, or stew- 
ing a chicken, and may be as unmethodical 
as was the Dinah of Uncle Tom's Cabin,” 
but she brooks no control. Neither in the 
manner of preparing the material for the 
people to whom it belongs nor in the mode 
of disposing of a large part of it to the many 
relatives who are recognized by every well- 
ordered cook may she be interfercd with. 
Once commit a joint to her care and she is 
the sole arbiter of its destinies or must know 
the reason why. She has only one virtue, 
and that consists in the ability to dispose of 
whatever may be submitted to her tender 
mercies. If the family does not want it 
her relations do: and what they will not 
touch can go to the swill-barrel. 

The chief difficulty of the situation lies in 
the fact that the average mistress of the 
household does not understand her business; 
or that, knowmg, she does not attend to it, 
either because of pride, other occupation,. or 
natural laziness. The “lady” who bas help 
in the kitchen and is both able and willing in- 
telligently to supervise it is the exception; 
while with the sterner sex it is the rule | that 
the eniployer shall have at least a general 
acquaintance not only with the results but 
with the processes that lead up to them, In 
fact it has long since become axiomatic that 
the employer who is not credited with being 
able to direct his own business cannot depend 
upon being well served. The same law 
holds, good with regard to the gentler 
sex, though it does not seem to be 
generally recognized by the mistresses, 
while the domestic understands it so well 
as to resent an intrusion that means a curtail- 
ment of her privilege to do as she pleases 
with the. property of another. She would 
never dream of asserting that fancied right 
if she were satisfied that its denial in one 
situation would not leave her free to seek it 
elsewhere with a reasonable chance ‘of find- 
ing it at the next stopping-place. It would 
not then be necessary for the lady of the 
house to choose as now between the two 
horns of the dilema—by either submitting 
quietly or insisting that if one or the other 
must leave the kitchen the cook must go.

CLEVELAND'S GREAT CRY AND LIT-

The most striking feature of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s career is that he has always been elect- 
ed to office on a Republican bolt; but the 
same set of bolters never supported him 
twice in suecession.

As President Mr. Cleveland will undoubt- 
edly repeat his experience as Sheriff, Mayor, 
and Governor. Already his last set of bolters 
begin to weaken, and a continuation of the 
shams and false pretenses of the last seven 
months will make it certain that Mr. Cleve- 
land can nevér again secure the support of 
the mugwumps.

A 
better feeling was apparent in the butter and cheese 
markets, owing to an improved inquiry, Grogeries 
were unchanged and hay steady. The sales of 
wool during the week included some Texas fail 
clip. It is eantieipeted thas this a con- 
tinue firm through the winter. 

The dry-goods market was moderately active, 
with, if anything, a slight increase in the volume 
of mail and telegraph orders. It is said that a few 
days’ cold weather will put new life into the trade. 
There were very few buyers in person, it being the 
end of the week. The jobbers did a fair business, 
the demand for woolen goods being larger than for 
anything else. The boot and shoe manufacturers 
expressed themselves satisfied with the week's 
sales, which, they said, were about equal to those 
of last week. |

‘Wholesale Convictions of the Mormons 
at Salt Lake for Unlawful 
| Cohabitation. 


An Effort to Secure Recruits in India for 


the Far-West Lechers Proves 
a Failure. 


SALT LAKE City, Utah, Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
John Nicholson, editor of the Deseret News, was 
tried today for unlawful cobabitation and 
pleaded not guilty. After the jury had been 
obtained he went to the witness-stand and tes- 
tified that he was married to two women, with 
whom he lived. The jury returned a verdict 
ot guilty. Nicholson is one of the worst fanat- 
ics in the church, and has been very abusive in 
his editorials of persons pleading guilty and 
promising to live within the law. His convic- 
uon is considered important because the posi- 
tion occupied by him was defiant during the 
time his second wife was hiding in 
the country. Her capture this week made bis 
conviction certain. Alfred Best, charged with 
the same crime, having three wives, went on 
the stand, testified to the fact, and was convict- 
ed. Emil Olsen did the same. The sentence 
in each case was deferred. It is a new de- 
parture for the defendants in such cases to tes- 
tify against themselves. They refuse to plead 
guilty, saying they have commitied no crime, 
yet as witnesses testify to the fact of the crime 
against the Edmunds law. During the week 
ten cases of unlawful cohabitation have been 
disposed of. Four pleaded guilty, and promised 
to live within the law, and were fined, Only 
one, Clawson, pleaded guilty and refused to 
promise to live within the law, and was fined 
and imprisoned to the fullextent. One man, 
convicted after contesting, was given the full 
extent of the law. Another was convicted but 


Southern Utah is being depopulated of 
polygamusts,‘three tamilies gom to colonize 
in Northwestern Mexico. Mormon churcb of- 
ficiails have figured for the last five years to 
get a footing in Sonora, the only obstacie in 
the way being thatof the opposition of the 
Mexicans to the system of polygamy. The 
action of the courts in Utah is driving them 
out of the Territory. Mexico, notwithstanding 
the opposition and refusal of the Mexicans to 
grant special vrivileges, is becommg a place of 
refuge for many, and the rush thither prom- 
ises to become great. 

Soon after Judge Powers became Associate 
Justice he was assigned to the First District. 
Last spring Editor Heminway, of the Mormon 
Ogden Herald, published libelous articies 
about the members of the grand jury, the 
court, and other Federal officials. Powers in- 
structed the grand jury on libel, and they in- 
dicted Hemiuway for criminal libel. The case 
is to be tried in November. Heminway was 
married last Tuesday. Among the presents 
reported by the Mormon papers was a band- 
some silver tea-set from Judge Powers, with 
compliments. This causes much comment and 
criticism among anti-Mormon citizens. 


THE INDIA EXPERIMENT FAILS. 
WaAsuineaTon, D. C., Oct. 3.—Reports have 


been received through official channels of the 


apparent utter failure of a recent Mormon 
mission sent to India. The mission consisted 
of Eider Willes and Messrs. McOune and Pratt. 
Their arrival at Caicutta was reported 
by the United States Vice-Consul to 
the Secretary of State. Minister Lowell, 
by direction of Secretary Frelinghuysen, 
officially called the attention of the 
British authorities to the subject and request- 
ed that appropriate instructions be issued to 
the proper authorities with a view to checking 
any shipment of Mormon recruits to the United 
States. The Indian authorities to whom Mr.“ 
Lowell’s communication was referred stated 
that the harm done by Mormons had been in- 
appreciable and that in the opinion 
of the Government no special measures 
were at present necessary, but that in case of 
unlawfu! recruiting of men or women the pro- 


. visions of the penal code would be appleda. 


The Mormons made no converts in Calcutta. 
They separated and visited other parts of India 
and are reported to have converted two or 
three persons, but finally became so much re- 
duced in finances that they were compelled to 
seek help and one or more of them left India 
in a state of destitution. 


BREATHING THREATS. 
The Pall Mall Gazette prints a page interview 
with C. W. Penrose, President of the Latter- 
Day Saints“ Conference just held in London. 


Mx. Penrose recites the manner in Which, as he 


alleges, the Mormons have made a desert 
blossom, and points with pride that except in 
Salt Lake City, where there are too many un- 
believers, *’ there is not a single public-house in 


Utah. Mormon missionaries are working 
everywhere in Great Britain, there being six 
meeting-houses in London. Mr. Penrose con- 
tinues: 

“This year four companies, avers 300 
each, have left Liverpool for the land of the 
Saints. When they reach Utah the emigrants 
settle down far and wide as farmers or in busi- 
ness. Ther thriftiness is most exempiary, 
and itis not long before they are able to offer 
payment for the passages of their fellow-re- 
ligionists and poor relations at home. We 
bave been charged with inducing young girls 
to emigrate; now this is utterly false. Much 
has been said against our polygamous prac- 
tices; lies are circuisted that all Mor- 
mons are polygamists. This is far from 
trite. Why, there are numbers of our religion 
who have but one wife: and in Utah among 
the Mormons there are actually, according to 
more males than fe, 
males. Of course we all approve of polygamy. 
With us there is none of that awfui immorality 
such as was so courageously exposed quite re- 
cently by the Pall Mall Gazette. Even preju- 
diced travelers are bound to admit that the 
moral tone of our cities is edifying ip the ex- 
treme.” ‘ 

The speaker thus refers to the abominable 
treatment to which we in our helplesness have 
been compeiled pascively to submit“:

YOUR HUNDRED DEATHS FROM THE DIs- 


EASE IN MONTREAL AND VICINITY THIS 

WEEK—NEW CASES IN NEW YORK. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 3.—The official returns 
at the health office show forty-five deaths from 
small-pox in the dity yesterday, seven in the 
St. Jean Baptiste Village, two in Cote St. Louis, 


three in Ste. Cunegonde, and two in St. Henri. 


This makes for the week ending last night 321 
deaths in the city, thirty in St. Jean Baptiste 
Village, fifteen in Cote St. Louis, sixteen in 


St. Henri, eighteen in Ste. Cunegonde, and 


one in St. Gabriel. 

Joseph Riopel, who insulted the sanitary offi- 
cials while piacarding in Maison Neuve street, 
was today fined $5 or ten days’ imprisonment. 

The health officers reported seventy-three 
new cases of small-pox today, of which forty- 
five were verified. At Cote St. Louis the peo- 
ple have devided to use force if necessary to 
keep the city from placing ité sick on the exhi- 
bition grounds. Everything is quiet at the exhi- 
bition grounds, and no trouble is anticipated 
tonight. An extra volunteer force is on duty. 

New Tonk, Oct. 3.—[Special.j]—Pierre Du- 
bernot, a musician 24 years of age, was found 
sick with small-pox at No. 41 Bleecker street. 
It was ascertained today by the sanitary offi- 
cers who investigated the case that Dubernot, 
who is a French-Canadian, left Montreal Sept. 
He 
had doubtless been exposed to the contagion in 
that city. He was taken to the Riverside Hos- 
pital. This is the first case which has been 
traced directly to Montreal. 

Sarah Weihardt, 15 years old, was taken from 
No. 280 Stanton street, today suffering from 
small-pox. This case has been traced to the 
source of the recent contagion on the east side 
of the city, which had its origin some weeks 
ago from immigrants who settled in a Pitt 
street tenement-house. The girl was also 
taken to the Riverside Hospital. 

Dr. James B. Taylor of the Health Depart- 
ment was informed yesterday that there was a 
concealed case of small-pox at the private hos- 
pital of Dr. D. G. Bettini, No. 5 University

DINNER SERVICE. 


SOME HINTS AS TO THE SOLUTION OF THIS 
DREADED QUESTION. 

A writer in Good Housekeeping says the solu- 
tion of the dinner-service question is to insist 
that the tabie shall be, when no one is vresent 
but the home circle, the model of what it 
should be when surrounded by guests. Lay a 
piece of thick Canton flannel under your tabie- 
cloth. Even coarse napery will look like a 
much better quality with a sub-cover than if 
spread directly over the bare table-top. Avoid 
the cheap tricks of hotels and restaurants in 
the arrangement of napkins and table utensils. 
Simplicity is never ridiculous, while pretension 


fruit-stand, the site’of which, in consequence 
of great improvements which were soon after 
inaugurated in that part of New York, became 
quite valuable.

He 
was a faithful worker, very careful of his 
earnings, and, as a sort of side speculaton, se- 
cured a quantity of tobacco, cheap pipes, etc., 
which he disposed of to profit to other 
laborers. In this way, in 1876, he found 
bimself -possessed of something like $300. 
He, was at the time near Pittsburg, when 
the great riots ot that year were inaugurated. 
Smgularly he was inclined to side with the 
railway companies; he was outspoken in bis 
opinions, and, in conséquence, was again made 
penniless, and came near losing his life. An 
attempt was first made to destroy his life by 
putting poison in his coffee, and he had not 
fully recovered from the effects of the dose 
when he was set upon by a dozen or more men 
at night, pounded and cut up in a terrible man- 
ner, and robbed of all the money he possessed. 
He endeavored to secure the conviction of his 
assailants, but failed. After this life was made 
a torture to him in that region, and he was act- 
ually driven out, when he started upon a tramp 
westward, making his way as best he vould by 
catching rides on freight-trains or on the 
trucks of express-trains. When near Chicago 
he heard of the riots and condition of affairs in 
that city and did not go there, but secreted 
himself in a freight-car which, with hundreds 
of others, was side-tracked west of Chicago. 
He knew not where it would carry bim, but 
the next day he found himself in Milwaukee. 
By chance he met his old neighbor of seven 
years before in Italy, ahd from him secured a 
sufficient sum to “start himself in business.“ 
He went from bouse to house with a large 
basket on his shoulder selling bananas, 
oranges, apples, etc. He pros and 
soon became the possessor of a hand fruit-cart. 
He continued to make money, and in addition 
to the amounts regularly sent to his wife and 
children in Italy he saved enough to establish 
himself in business on Reed street, near the 
Union Depot. For nearly five years he has 
remained there, and by his fruit stand and 
restaurant trade paid for the property. It is 
‘neluded in that wanted by the Milwaukie &

Lombardi by the company for $5,000. It was 
the greater part of this money, which Lom- 
bardi had placed in the form of a draft ona 
Paris banking-house, that he attempted to 
swallow.

The London Post in an editorial today says it 
understands that the Earl of Carnarvon will 
proabbly order the magistracy of Ireland to 
enforce the common law against conspiracy at 
acheck on boycotting.

In consequence of the sensational reports of 
the boycotting of Mrs. Morgan O'Conpell, your 
correspondent at Dublin proceeded today to 


Kildysart, near Ennis, to interview the woman, 


despite the threats of the local leaguers. Mrs. 
O Connell, who is about 35 years old, said; 
„1 am the widow of Daniel O'Connell's 
nephew, and not a granddaughter of 
the Liberator, as some papers have 
stated. 1 have seventy tenants and 
six of them bold leases. The rents are absurd- 
ly moderate, and many of them are in arrears. 
Maurice Walsh, President of the local league, 
is a yearly tenanton my land and now owes 
two and a halt years’ rent, The tenants de- 
mand a reduction of 25 per cent. I am willing 
to reduge the rent 15 per cent, but no more. 
My duty as the guardian of my only boy, John, 
prevents my giving more, even if I were 80 in- 
clined. I reside at Kildysart during one quar 
ter of each year. Formerly I boughteverything 
at the local shops, but the tyranny of the league 
now compels me to go or send to Limerick, 
twenty miles away, for everything I need. The 
local tradesmen refuse to sell anything, even 
bread, to myself, my servants, or my depend- 
ents. Even the priests have joined the 
tyrants. I protect myself. Some of my labor- 
ers have been coerced into desertion, but 
others remain and are now saving my crops. 
They have not yet been molested." 

The agitation in Ennis is expanding, but !t 1s 
peacefully conducted in comparison with pre- 
vious movements in that neighborhood. 

The violation of the request of Mr. Parnell 
to refrain from outrages is working badly for 
the Nationalists in the North of Ireland and in 
Liverpool, where Mr. Justin McCarthy will be 
a candidate for election, and it is exciting Brit- 
ish anger. Vainly does the Freeman's Journal 
deny the extent of the outrages, but each week 
United Ireland prints column after column 
of these boycottimgs, and nearly all of them 
are accompanied with violence.

A noteworthy incident took place recently at 
a meeting of the Kilbarron branch of the Na- 
tional League. Conor Ryan, with the snows 
of 1053 winters on his head, came upto join 
the league. Eighty-seven years before he 
had been one. of the pikemen in 
the insurgent army, and bad made 
his mark in the terrible struggle fought on the 
Wexford and Wicklow hills. The veteran was 
hale and active, and declared himself, amid 
tears and cheers, as willing to do battle now, 
in whatever way it was to be done, as when he 
first shouldered his trusty weapon. 

Capt. Moonlight now boycots even re- 
porters who speak to or are friendly to anti- 
leaguers, and all such have been excluded 
from the Nationalist meetings. Biabops who 
would not biess the old land-leaguers, and who 
once exorcised Fenians, now give their bene- 
dictions to the boycotting Nationalists. Today 
leaguers are given everywhere the trade. Ten- 
ants are compelled to be martyrs so that the 
landlords may be execrated as tyrants. Pri- 
vate coercion takes the place of Government 
coercion—a reversion of motive power. Just 
now the country is divided, as the United 
States was in 1861--the North standing by the 
union (with England), the South striving for 
separation. 

GERMANY AND SPAIN. 


Germany bas acknowledged Spain’s claims to 


the occupation of Yap. In return Spain has 


‘granted Germany free navigation of the waters 


in and around the Caroline Islands, together 
with free commerce with the inhabitants and 
the right of having ea coaling station at one of 
the islands. The mediation of the Pope is now 
unnecessary, as the affair has been settled to 
the satisfaction of both Powers. This settle 
ment of the question is perhaps satisfactory, in 
that it possibly averts war; but it is undenia- 
bly a“fact that a Portuguese first noticed the 
existence of the Carolines in 1526, half a cent- 
ury before Spanish navigators put in an ap- 
peearance—and this is not disputed by 
Spain. Drake also passed near the Carolines 
in 1579, and in 1626 Yap was discovered by a 
Dutch fleet which was in pursuit of the Span- 
jardg across the Pacific. Sixty years later a 
Spanish pilot gave the archipelago its present 
name in honor of the English Charles II., and 
the title New Philippines, which was also given 
to it, fell into disuse. The Spaniards therefore 
did not discover the Oarolines, nor did they 
visit them till long after they were discovered. 
Nor did they investigate them when they 
learned of their existence. This work was 
done by two Russian officers, Kotzebue and 
Latke, and by the French navigators D’Urvilile, 
Duperrez, and Freycinet. In 1710 a mission 
was dispatched from Manila to convert the 
islanders, but having landed at the Pelews its 
members were there massacred. If history 
were invoked to decide the Spanish preten- 
sions they would therefore appear to be 
wholly groundless. 

Later advices from Berlin are to the effect 
that it is officially stated there that the report 
that Germany and Spain had reached an agree- 
ment concerning the Carolines affair is un- 
founded, and that Germany's reply to the last 
Spanish note still awaits the Emperor's ap- 
proval. 

TODAY'S FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The unprecedented turbulence marking polit- 
ical meetings in France during the last month 
lead to the fear of much disorder at the eiec 
uon tomorrow of the new Chamber of Depu- 
ties. It is believed two-thirds of the contests 
wili be uncouciusive and the most of the Depu- 
ties reactionaires. The ballot is to open at 8 a. 
m. and to ciose at 6 p. m., and 18 not to be pro- 
longed beyond a singleday. In the event of 
none of the candidates obtaining tne absolute

TWO MILLION NEW BRIISH VOTERS. 

The Tories are not yet ready to begin the 
campaign for supremacy in the new Parlia- 
ment, Their Government have therefore de- 
cided to postpone dissolution until the 7th of 
December. The reason given to the public for 
this action is that the difficulties growing 
out of the enormous registration 
under the enlargement of the franchise 
require the eXtended time for adjudication and 
adjustment. The campaign, when it does open, 
will be the flercest and most thoroughly con- 
tested ever fought in Great Britain. Every 
voter in the country will probably 
be reached and interested. Those 


now possessing the franchise are 
badly enough muddled, for the Churchill 
Tories are courting the Irish home rule vote, 
while the Radicals are clamoring for the main- 
tenance of the Empire's iutegrity. The two 
millions of men enfranchised by Mr. Gladstone, 
as «a rule, belong to a class much in- 
ferior in intelligence to any that 
has ever heretofore had a voice in 
British affairs. They bave never, as a rule, 
had any interest in public questions, and never 
had occasion to learn anythmg about politics. 
When the United States enfranchised the black 
freedmen hardly 800,000 voters were added to 
the list. When they began to vote they 
were influenced by .a sentiment which was 
practically unanimous among them, and which 
was at the time, at least, intelligent, viz.: 
Gratitude. But England as suddenly added 
nearly three times as many voters to ber suf- 
frage list, and the addition certainly contains 
a larger mass of ignorance. While grati- 
tude to the Liberal party for 
the franchise may sway many of these 
new voters, it would de _ folly to 
calculate upon it as a feeling which will pre- 
vail with any large portion of them. Practi- 
ealiy the whole number have not decided polit- 
ical leanings. They will be Liberal or Tory, 
according to the influences brought to bear 
upon them. The resultof the coming election 
will be stupendous upon the destiny of 
England. It may decide whether the En- 
glish trade policy shall be free 
or protective; whether the Church and State 
shail be divorced or remain united; whether 
unification or disintegration of the empire 
shall ensue; whether Great Britain shall con- 
tinue to interfere in foreign affairs and remain 
among the first Powers, or hold aloof and 
fall back into the second rank. It 
may decide, even, whether aristocracy 
in Bngiand shall continue, and whether 
the throne shall remain. Ali these are now 
live questions, and it does appear to be an ex- 
traordinary thing that the Parliament which 
may be called upon to settle some if not all 
of these momentous issues will take its temper 
from the chance way in which a majority of 
the 2,000,000 of new and uneducated voters 
may cast their first ballots. For it is 
fair to assume that before the close of the 
campaign the parties will have arrayed the old 
voters pretty well on the old lines, and that the 
issue will be decided by the new ballots. 
Even now, two months before  dissolu- 
tion, there are 1,126 candidates al- 
ready in the field contesting for 
the 500 seats belonging to England in 
the House of Commons. Nearly every seat is 
be contested. There are many instances in 
which several candidates are contesting the 
same constituency. In this latter respect, 
however, the Liberals. are at pres- 
ent worse divided than the Tories. 
The latter are under much better 
party discipline, and their party agents 
are bending their energies to prevent party 
splits. The Parnellites remain united and in- 
dependent of alliance. It is admitted, how- 
ever, even by Liberal newspapers, that if Mr. 
Parnell succeeds in making a bargain with the 
Tories to stand with them upon a common 
platform the Liberal majority will stand in 


danger of disappearing altogether. 


Today's political sensation is Lord Carnar- 
von’ssudden departure from Dublin while Lord 
Randolph Churchill remained. It is reported 
that on his arrival at Dublin Lord Randoiph 
Churchill poked his nose futo every corner of 
the castie, ordered the officials about as if he 
were the Lord-Lieutenant himself, walked 
abroad with notorious representatives of 
the Irish National League, and otherwise 
shocked the proprieties of the Vice- 
regal Court. Lord Carnarvon, it is said, 
was much annoyed and deprecated the pro- 
ceed.ngs of bis official visitor, but in Vain: at 
last, thoroughly disgusted, he came to London 


to complain to the Premier of Churchill’s 


cheek. 

Last Wednesday the Marquis of Salsbury 
autborized a denial of the published statement 
that he had prepared his manifesto and that it 
would be promulgated at the proper time. To- 
day the Pall Mati Gazette emphatically re- 


affirms that the manifesto has already been 


prepared and that its promulgation is immi- 
nent. There is little doubt that the manifesto 
will be embodied in a speech by the Premier at 
the Newport Tory convention next week. 


A REVOLUTION PENDING IN DENMARK. 
Private reports from Denmark say a revolu- 
tion isimminent there. The rumors are that 
the King, Christian IX., will be compelled to 
abdicate in favor of his son, Prince Frederick. 
The Prince was born in 1843, and was married 
in 1869 to the Princess Louisa of Sweden. This 
result, should it come about, will be the end- 
ing of. the protracted conflict between 
the King, supported by the Con- 
servative party, and the Liberals, who 
form a majority in the Folxething. The latter 
majority is derived from the rural population 
anc the democratic and socialistic masses in 
the capital of the kingdom. The contest bas 
been over the prerogative of the King to ap- 
point his Ministry, whom the opposition would 
require him to choose from the party of the 
majority, in accordance with the doctrines of 
parliamentarism. At the last election the ma- 
jority of the members elected to the Folke- 
thing were against the King and Ministry. The 
question was whether Estrup, the Prime Min- 
ister, Ought to be retained in his 
sition. His politics is objected to by the — 
ition (the Left), but a number of the mem - 
rs placed their princi objection to him 
upon the broad ground no Minister should 
be kept in power who has so completely lost 
the confidence of the people. The Parliament

RENEWED NIBILISTIC ACTIVITY. 

A correspondent at St. Petersburg this after- 
noon sends via the frontier a long dispatch de- 
hying the recent report to the effect that the 
Nibilists had either been subdued or had real- 
ized that their ight was hopeless, and given up 
the alieged patriotic object they had in view.

A DRUGGIST TALKS. 


ERRORS MADE BY PHYSICIANS WRITING 
OUT PRESCRIPTIONS. 

Brooklyn Union: It is not only in deadly 
poison that the errors are made, but other 
drugs as weil. Here's a prescription calling 
for a two-ounce mixture that contains an ounce 
ot quinine sulphate, and gives a tablespoonful 
as a dose, or about twenty grains of quinine. 
I dispensed one dram, or about sixty grains, 
in the whole mixture. Here is another pre- 
scription calling for forty grant of phosphorus, 
to be divided into twenty pills, making two 
grains for a dose. I put in two grains, mak- 
ing the dose one-tenth grain. The maximum 
dose is about one-fourth grain. Here 
is anotber calling for morphine sulphate, one- 
half ounce, with no further directions. I ques- 
tioned the man who bought it, and he told me 
it was for his child; so I gave him magnesia 
sulpbate, or Epsom salts. A Well-known physi- 
cian gave a prescription that was brought to 
me to fill. It called for aconite root, one-half 
ounce, with directions a teaspoonful. I told 
the messenger who brought it that it would be 
finished in tnree-quarters of an hour. That 
gave me time to send for the physician, who 
was in a rage because of the delay in filling 
the prescription. His anger increased when 
I tried to explain to him, and he said be knew 
what he was about, and would not have any 
outside interference. After he cooled off it 
turned out just as Lexpected. He intended 
that the teaspoonful of medicine was to be put 
zu a tumbier of water and a teaspoonful of that 
taken every hour. But the directions merely 
stated a teas which of course meant 
the quantity of medicine. The maximum dose 
of aconite-root is about ten drops, and that is 
the reason I called the doctor. He didn't thank 
mea bit, however, but said he would send no 
more prescriptions to me. Another physician 
prescribed for a child of a few months a dose 
of one grain extract of belladonna, and repeat 
every two hours. The maximum dose for 
an adult is two grains. I corrected the 
prescription so that there was one grain in the 
whole mixture. There are mauy errors made 
by physicians in confoundmg hydrargrrum 
bichioride, or corrosive sublimate, with the m- 
offensive hydrargyrum chloride, or calomel. I 
have more than once corrected prescriptions 
where strychnia sulphate was prescribed in- 
stead of quinine sulphate, and there is one 
physician whose prescriptions I never pass 
without révising them, as it is not unusual for 
me to find two or three errors in one: of his 
prescriptions. For these things we (I believe 
nearly all druggists have bad the same experi- 
epoe) get no credit; but let one of us make a 
single mistake then all hands are condemned. 
I think the physicians who write the prescrip- 
tions need looking after a good deal more than 
the druggists who put them up.“ 


MRS. BELT VINDICATED. 


THE UTTER FAILURE OF THE PROSECUTION 
IN THIS SENSATIONAL DIVORCE CASE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3.—[{Special. |—The 
testimony in the suit of Belt against Godfrey, 
in which Mr. Belt of Baltimore seeks a divorce 
on the ground of alleged improper conduct of 
his wife before her marriage, is nearly closed. 
No claim was made that Mrs, Belt did not con- 
duct herself properly while married. The case 
of complainant has utterly. broken down.

Mr. Hassaurek 
was an active and influential Republican, and in 
1861 was appointed Ministerto Ecuador by Presi- 
dent Lincoin. Upon his return from Ecuador he 
wrote a novel, The Heart of the Andes,“ which 
had a wide circulation. Mr. Hassaurek went abroad 
a little over two years ago, although at that time 
his health was good.]

PROFESSIONAL WINE-TASTERS. 


WHAT THE EXPERT CAN TELL OF A WINE, 
* AND HOW HE TELLS IT. 
A newspaper paragraph on professional wine- 

tasters was shown to Editor R. F. Clayton, 

formerly of the Wine and Fruit Grower, with 
the request that he would tell something about 
their qualifications. He said: 

There are no professional wine-tasters in 
this country. Here every dealer ig his own 
taster. In France there are wine-tasters, called 
brokers, who regalarly test the wines in the 
cellars there, and classify them according to 
their qualities. The dictum of these gentle- 
men is the law of the trade. 

But although there is no class here who 


have such an occupation, or even an ocoupa- 
tion allied to that of the gentlemen who sit at 
round tables, down-town, and look at and smell 
of teain little cups, there are good expert 
judges of wine among thedealers. To become 
an expert aman must add years of experi- 


once to a naturally fine sense of smell and 
He must also be able to see well. There 


taste. 
is a certain routine through which experts 
pass in tasting wines, but a knowledge of the 
routine will not make a man an expert by any 
means. | 1 

When a list of wines is to de submitted to 
a dealer he will usually select thin glass gob- 
lets to hold the samples. itis asserted by 
some that the taste of the wine varies with the 
thickness of the giass. The giass should be 
perfectly pure and the lines of the goblet 
parallel. In a goblet it is impossible for the 
color of the stand on which the goblet is placed 
to affect the color of the wine. The French 
use a silver saucer in testing the color of wine. 
In using the goblet we bold it before a 
candle in a dark room to determine 
the brightness of the wine. Good 
wine of the proper age is called candle 
bright. If the wine is cloudy or druggy it is 
out of condition, but may be clarified. Then 
the goblet ot wine is held between the eye and 
the window ia daylight to determine the de 
gree of color, whether it is faint. or deep, and 
also the quality of the color. uus pure port wine 
when held up to the light shows a bronze red 
color. If it be pink it indicates bad grapes or 
fuscine, or adulterants of some kind. If claret

BOY CRIMINALS. 
4 GLANCE AT ONE DEPARTMENT OF THE 
COUNTY JAIL. 

The boys’ department of the County Jail 
contains nineteen boys and five men. Four of 
the latter are enfranchised proletariats who 
have been shot in barrel-houses; ana are beld 
as witnesses. The fifth is afflicted with 
a temporary delusion in regard to 
snakes. Of the boys many have al 
ready attained eminence in the profession 
which they have chosen. These are Frank 
Broddy, an ebony 13-yesr-old who tapped the 
till of a State street confectionery shop a few 
weeks ago, and the three members of the 
Skelly gang who were caught stéalmg shoes on 
the South Side. The McFadden gang is repre- 
sented by its captain, lieutenant, and three 
privates. Allof the boys are known criminals 
save five, who were found traming with thieves 
and are held on suspicion. 

The ward is kept clean as the bill of a bird, 
all the work being done by the boys. In ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the jail, the 
boys are let out of the cells for an hour and a 
half in the morning, and in the afternoon are 
permitted to gather in “the corridors for 
the same length of time. The afternoon, 
however, is given up to study. The school 
session takes up not only the time given for 
recreation but an hour or so in addition. The 
boys, who would much rather gather in the 
corner by the table, chew tobacco, and tell 
tales of their thievish daring, do not look with 
much favor upon the afternoon school. Miss 
Wright, the teacher, does her best, however, 
to instil a bit of wisdom and morality into the 
—— while she interests them at the same 
time. 

The school opens with singing, either ot re- 
ligious hymns or secular songs. The boys, 
ranged side by side on long benches, join in 
the chorus with an “earnestness that is em- 
phatic if not reverential. After that 
Miss Wright reads a selection from 
the Bible, and then the lads are 
set to their books. The three R's,“ and gram- 
mar as well, are taught, and some of the boys 
have attained no little proficiency in the use of 
books and pens. ‘*Cap’n’’ Art Taylor, the 
Jeader of a West Side gang which has figured 
often enough in police reports; was sent up to 
the jail a month orsoago. At that time he 
could not write his name. In a few montis he 
learned to read and write, and now spends his 
spare time at the bridewell in the

THAT CASE OF BERKOWITZ AND LESTER. 

The $450,000 case of Samuel Berkowitz 
against John T. Lester & Co. came up yester- 
day morning before Judge Williamson on de- 
murrer to the declaration. This is a suit 
brought under the statute by Berkowitz as 
common informer to recover three times 
the amount lost by Edwin  Pardridge 
on the Board of Trade. He claims 


that Pardridge has lost $150,000 through 
J. T. Lester & Co. The statute in question pre- 
scribes that if any party has lost any money 
by betting, gambling, or any other game of 
chance he may sue to recover the same; and 
if he does not take advantage of .this, any one 
else may afier the same time sue for 
and recover three times the amount lost, 
one-half to himself, the other halt to the use of 
the county. The defendants claim on the de- 


that it does not state particulariy like an in- 
dictment the times and amounts lost; and, sec- 
ond, that the action being quasi-criminal in its 
nature must be brought in the Criminal 
Court. The statute has never been construed, 
and the decision on the legal questions will 
therefore be of considerable interest.

PUBLIC SCHOOL SINGING. 
A CORRESPONDENT’S ORITICISM OF PROF. TOM- 
LINS’ PROPOSED METHODS. 

CuIcaao, Oct. 3.—| Editor of The Tribune. |— 
Inasmuch as Mr. Tomlins bids for the position 
of singing master in the public schools of Chi- 
cago, and argues his claims before the Board 
of Education, itis pertinent that the basis of 
such a claim be considered. If it is because 
Mr. Tomlins has demonstrated his knowledge 
of “how to teach children the fundamental 


principles of singing and reading by note,“ 
then I cannot regard his claim as well-iounded. 
True, Mr. Tomlin’s has taken several 
bundred picked voices from the pub- 
lic schools and carefully—yes, successfully— 
taught them one, two, and three part songs 
by note. The children sang those songs very 
r nd and in a style to please not only the 
parents but others who do not look beyond a 
public exhibition of those things which have 
been specialiy prepared for such “show” 
work, and do not stop to inquire as to the 
actual elementary knowledge or independent 
interpretative ability of the performers. Had 
the test been one of reading music at sight 
from any given notation, as ig done an- 
nually by some 5,000 children at 
the Crystal Palace, Sydenham, England, then 
the data would be of value in determining the 
substantial worth of the instruction. Such a 
test would be a practical demonstration of the 
skill of the teacher and of the system be 
teaches.

CHINESE MERCHANTS. 
UNRAVELING A BEWILDERING PARTNERSHIP 
MYSTERY IN A VERY SIMPLE WAY, 


There appeared among the advertisements in 
Tue TRIBUNE recently a mysterious announce- 
ment informing the public that the partner- 
ship beretofore existing between the under 
signed,“ and dom business under the firm 
name of T. Fong & Co. had been dissolved 
by mutual consent, Chin Fong retiring. 
The signatories to the article of dissolution 


formed the following celestial monosyliabics: 
Chin Fong, Lu T. Hain, Said Ding, Len Toy, 
Len Chung, and Jy Gam. That there should 
be no mention of T. Fong, the great figure- 
bead of the firm, awakened considerable sur- 
prise in the mind of a TRIBUNE reporter who 
was glanging with interest over che apparently 
enigmatical knnoungement of the Chinamen’s 
dissolution. interest deepened into wonder 
when, on reading further, he discovered that 
the remaining members of tne copartnery 
were to carry on business under the firm 
name of Wing Chong & Co. What had become 
of T. Fong, and who in creation was Wing 
Chong, were questions which he thought in the 
interests of the public should be answered. 
With the aid of a directory he soon discovered 
that the firm of T. Fong & Co. had quarters at 
189% State street and carried on a Chinese and 
Japanese fancy-goods trade. Entering the 
store, the reporter was civilly greeted by four 
of the Celestials whose names have been given 
in detail. Three of the Chinamen had adopted 
the cut and garb of civilization, but Len Toy, 
the most ancient of the party, still rejoiced in 
the possession of a voluminous queue and 
other national traditions. Lu T. Hain, the ap- 
parent boss and spokesman of the party, on 
being asked what had become of T. Fong, re- 
plied with a low chuckle and a merry twinkle 
of the eye that Chinamen doing business never 
put up their own names above their door. But, 


inquired the reporter, had the Chin Fong, who 


had retired from the firm, no connection with 
the T. Fong? The Chinaman sighed at the 
density of the reporter's ignorance, and forth- 
with began to instruct him that because the 
two words were spelt the same in English it 
did not follow that they were either pronounced 
the same or meant the same in Chinese, The 
Fong who had a Chin for a handieto his name 
was really a man, and his name was pronounced 
F-o-n-g, just as it was spelt, but the Fong of T. 
Fong & Co. was no man at all, but simply a 
fancy name for the house. It was pronounced 
Foong, and meant. 
*“*aboondans.”” Invited to explain the meaning 
of the mysterious T.“ which came before 
the Fong & Co., Lu T. Hain was utterly at sea, 
and triedto get outof it by saying that it 
could not be translated into English. 
The reporter deciared that this was 
a very unsatisfactory explanation for a 
Chicago firm to make, and Lu T. Hain, anxious 
to please, summoned all the other members of 
the firm, and after a vigorous conversation of 
five minutes in Chinese and pigeon English 
they came to the conclusion hat 1“ stood 
for ** Toong.“ a Chinese word which means in 
English west.“ Putting the two words 
together the reporter realized that the true 
meaning of the T. Fong was Weet Aboon- 
dans’’—not a bad motto for an ambitious 
firm’s signboard.

A CALIFORNIA VOLCANO, 


THE LAST ERUPTION IN THE UNITED STATES. 

San Francisco Bulletin: The phenomena of 
volcanoes and of lava-flows are exhibited on a 
grand scale within the limits oi the United 
States. In the Cascade Mountains, stretching 
southward from British Columbia tnrough 
Washington Territory and Oregon into Califor- 
nia, we find a succession of magnificent vol- 
canic cones capped with snow, now cold and 
silent, but giving evidence of fiery activity in 
compdrative recent geological time. Some of 
these mountains are said even yet to emit 
steam and sulphurous fumes. To this line of 
extinctgolcanic vents the peak of Shasta, the 
Marysville Buttes, and the many lava fields of 
the Sierra Nevada of California may be said to 
belong. It is in fact one great line of volcanio- 
ity from Lower California northward, and is a 
part only of the great circle of volcanic vents 
which may be traced on a globe through the 
two Americas and Asia, bordering the great 
Pacific Ocean. The apparently extinct condi- 
tion of many of these volcanoes within our 
borders may, however, be more apparent than 
real. While lying dormant within the short 
period to which human observation extends, 
they may at any time break forthanew. ‘There 
are, however, but few evidences of compara- 
tively recent eruptions, most of the lava-flows 
being ancient and before the human period. 
There is, however, one exception. At a date 
so recent as 1850 an eruption fof astes and 
lava was reported to have .occurred in the 
northern part of California, at Feather Lake, 
in Plumas County. It was noted at the time, 
or soon after, by both Dr. Trask and Dr. Hark- 
ness, in communications to the California Acad- 
emy of Sciences, in which the outflow of inva 
and its effects were described. Dutton 
of the Geological Survey has recentiy visited 
the scene of this eruption, and describes it in 
alate number of Science. He finds the vent 
now covered by a large cinder cone about 600 
feet high, rising just above the western shore 
of the lake. The lake basin was about four or 
five miles long before the eruption, but the 
lava stream which flowed from the cone has 
nearly filled it up. This lava is hard and ba- 
saltic, and is over 100 feet in thickness. The 
stream of lava is about three miles and a quar- 
ter in length and a mile in width. The cone is 
partly surrounded by this lava, but is perfect 
in form, and has a perfectly-f crater at 
the top. It is built up of scoria and volcanic 
ashes, the outer layers dem like coarse sand. 
Great quantities of fine lapilli are spread out 
over the adjoining country to a distance of two 
miles. The cone is not weather-worn, and is 
without vegetation except a bush of othus. 
The finest trees for a distance of 400 or 500 
yards from the cone were ali killed, and their 
charred and decaying trunks are still lying 
upon the ground. Capt. Dutton thinks that 
the date of 1850, which has been assigned to this 
eruption, is correct, and that it is probably the 
latest volcanic eruption which has taken place 
in the United States. The impression of re- 
cency is conveyed by every aspect of the cone, 
of the lava-flow. and of the cougtry round 
about. This modern outflow of lava is situat- 
ed about ten miles east-northeast of Larren's 
Peak, ina volcanic region covering probably 
12,000 square miles, of which this peak is the 
centre and culminating point.

THE DAY AND HOUR FIXED FOR THE EX- 


PLOSION OF THE MIDDLE REEF—NO NEED: 


OF APPREHENSION. 

New York Telegram: “I do not know how 
itis,” said Col. MoFariand to a Telegram re- 
porter this morning, that all the papers, with 
singular unanimity, deciare that Flood Rock 
is to be blown up Thursday, Oct. 1. Noone 
ever said so in this office, nor was any special 
day fixed. Gen. Newton has now appointed 
the day—Wednesday, Oct. 7 — and I suppose all 
the tamilies in the vicinity of Ninety-second 
street will begin to get nervous, and to con- 
sider the necessity of movmg out of town until 
the performauce ts over.“ ' 

„ Willit be much of a performance, Col- 
onel?’’ 

Not from the journalistic and sensational 
point of view. At the explosion of Hallet's 


Point Reef, in 1876, there was such anticipation 
of evil that even the nouns of the Magd alen Ke- 


| formatory aud their naughty charges were 


conveyed away to places ot safety, and the 
whole neighborhood on the New York siae ex- 
pected at the very least that there would not 
be a whole pane of giass left in the place. The 
amount of explosive material used at that time 
was a little trifle of 50,000 pounds, and the dis- 
ruption was entirely on the Astoria 
side. But Oct. 7 there will be an explo 
sion of nearly six times as much matter, 
225,000 pounds of rock rent, 50,000 pounds of 
dynam.te, and the disruption takes piace on 
the Middle Reet, or Flood Rock, whose surface 
is about half-way between Astoria and the 
New York side.

The explosion will be made about the slack of 
the flood-tide, when there will be the greatest 
amount of water above the reef, and this will 
aid materially in repressing the effect of the 
explosion.

It bus not 
yet been determined whether the explosion 
shall be made from Asvoria or from the top of 
the Fiood Rock itself.

THE SUKKUR BRIDGE iN INDIA. 


THE LARGEST STRUCTURE OF ITS KIND IN 
THE INDIAN EMPIRE AND SURPASSED BY 
BUT ONE OTHER IN ITS LENGTH OF SPAN. 
London Standard: The Society of Engineers, 

under their President, Mr. Charies Gandon, 

paid a visit yesterday to the works of Messrs. 

Westwood & Baillie at Poplar to see the model, 

drawings, and portions of the work already ex- 

ecuted of the great Sukkur bridge across the 

Inaus on the Afghanistan Frontier Railway, 

which branches off from the Kurrachee & 

Peshawur Railway. The bridge will be the 

larwest in the Indian Empire, and surpassed 

by none in length of span, except the Tay 

Bridge now erecting over the birth of Forth. 

In structure it is of imposing dimen- 

sions and of high engineering § skilliul- 

ness of design. The principle, to use familiar 
language, may be regarded as a long horizontal 
bridge, supported by two gigaatic cranes, one 
on each side of the river. The bridge is to be 
erected on the Rutri Pass side of the Bukken 
Island, across the waterway which separates 
that isiand from the mainiand. Across the 
other channel on the Sukkur, side a bridge of 
three spans, respectiveiy ninety feet, 238 feet, 
and 278 teet, bas already been erected. The 
bridge now under const uction for the Indian 
Government bas a singie actual span of 900 
feet. Ot this 350 feet at each extremity are 
supported as cantilevers, and the 200 feet cen- 
tral span is borne equally by the two terminal 
cantilevers. The actual width between the 
two taces of the land abutments is 820 feet, 
but there is a step back in each of forty feet, 
which raises the full spun to the 900 feet above 
stated. ‘The bight of the towers, which may be 
likened to the two postsor uprights of a crane, 
is 169 feet trom their bases on the abut- 
ments. From the rear upright there pro- 

jects diagonally, like the jib of a 

crane, an iron iattice shore, or support, 200 

feet long by sixteen and one half feet equare 

in section, and weighing 225 tons. From a 

mass of plating imbedded in masonry, and 

termed the anchor, a Webbing of steel stretches 
from the ground over the top of the tower for- 
ward tu the end of the cantuever, supporting, 
in teustou like the chain of a suspension 
bridge. tne overhanging weight of the caati- 
lever. The two uprights are 123 feet apart. 
Falling back again on the simile of the crane, 
we should reai ze in the mind’s-eye in the first 
upright the post ot the crane, with the jib 
projecting, the second upright taking the place 
of the pendant chain of the crane, whereby 
the anchored lattice work in the rear may be 
regarded asthe back guy. In front of this 
structure comes another smaller cranelike seo- 
tion, and yet again in front ot this another of 
the same type, the distance from this to the 
end of the cantilever being beld by lighter ties.

Government of the great Wasbington, whom 
the people at this period with one acdord dis- 
tinguisbed as First in war, first in peace, and 
first in the bearts of his countrymen,”’ and re-

gogzism of the past, present, and what we fear 
may be the tuture. 

He, in fact, ignored the Constitution of 1787 
by the introduction, through Mr. Madison, of 
what was known as the Virginia and hentucky 
resolutions of 1798, and through the assertion 
of State.sovereignty principies therein con- 
tained became the autbor of the extension of 
slavery and tnereby the Rebellion inaugurated 
in 1861 and terminated in 1865 by its compiete 


overthrow and a reorganization that resulted 


in amendments to the Constitution that give 


us a Government based on sound ana perma- 


nent principles in contradistinction to the 
idealism of Thomas Jefferson and his school. 


STATE REVENUE RL VISION, 


THE BOARD OF EBQUALIZATION ADJOURNS 
UNTIL MONDAY OR TUESDAY—NEW COR- 
PORATIONS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 3.—The members of 
the State Board of Equalization have sepa- 
rated; some of them have gone home, and 
others went to Chicago on last night's train. 
The board, it was supposed, had nearly com- 
pleted their labors, and were awaiting the re- 
port of the Committee on Oorporations, which 
it was declared was ready for submission Sat- 
urday morning. The committeee is composed 
of Miller of Fulton County, Knapp of Stephen- 
son County, Williams of McHenry County, 
Hartwell of Williamson County, and Coburn of 
Mercer County. , 

For a long time these gentlemen have been 
under the close accompaniment of those who 
were supposed to represent the leading cor 
porations of Cook County. Mr. Irus Coy, for 
the Stock-Yards, and Mr. Blodgett; for the 
street-railroad companies, have been especially 
prominent. It was supposed that the commit- 
tee had decided upon the general principle of 
taxing the corporation and had raised their val- 
uations from 100 to 150 per cent. Monday last, 
however, it is stated, one of the committee had 
returned from a personal investigation of the 
status of the Cook County corporations, and 
had decided that a gross Outrage was about to 
be perpetrated, and at once antagonized the 
raising of the valuation. His arguments did 
not have the desired effect, and the counsel 
commenced yestesday to work upon Chairman 
Mellor in order to secure the withholding of 


the report of the committee until next week.

A Peep into the Old-Fashioned Garret of 
an Old-Fashioned New England

Brach Burr, Mass., Sept. _23.—[Special 
correspondence. I— Among the interesting vis- 
its I have made this autumn that to the home 
of Mr. Richard Manning of Salem, the cousiu 
of Nathaniel Hawthorne, stands quite by itself, 
and it certainly was a red-letter day to me. 
Mrs. Manning, knowing my genuine interest in 
antiques, brought out her treasures from old 
chests of drawers, carved trousseau chests, 


book-shelves, and attic. I was even allowed to | 


go into the attic myself when I confessed that I 
bad hardly ever been in one and never lived 
in a house with a real garret. 

The most interesting relic 1 found there was 
the gilded head-piece of an old bedstead in 
which Washington slept when the guest of 
a Manning ancestor during the Revolution. 
The curtains of rich yellow damask are now 
denuded of their old ornaments, which 

consisted of pear-shaped tassels of lead, 
covered with damask, and falling as a 
fringe. The carved work of the head-piece 
was also much covered with the satin. The 
clever manner in which the damask was pasted 
on in and out the interstices and over the 
curvings of the wooden carvings spoke of 
French fingers and industry, and so did some 
gilded arrows, six feet or more in length, which, 
with a bow and cupid, formed another head- 
piece to an ancestor’s bed. 

But I feel like saying, as the modern chil- 
Gren do, George Washington will keep 
when I realize how I have seemed to step into 
the every-day life of our more recent Haw- 
thorne. Mr. Manning’s grandfather brought 
up Nathaniel Hawthorne, and they have 80 
many heirlooms descending to them from sev- 
eral hundred years, and among which Nathan- 
jel lived asa boy in the grandfather's house, 
that I seemed to have been transformed into 
his real life for a few bours. 

On entering the drawing-room I was placed 
directly in front of an oil-painting of Haw- 
thorne, taken from life when be was 36. In 
spite of the high-pointed collar, the wide stock, 
and the stiff clothes of that period, notbing 
hides the fact of his bemg an extremely band- 
some man. The artist, though a local one, had 
merit, and the flesh tints mellowed by time 
look better now doubtiess than forty-five ycars 
ago. On an opposit side of the room bangs a 
photograph of him at 60, which bejonged to his 
interesting sister Elizabeth, who died unmar- 
ried two years ago. lu this, as in smaller 
album-pictures, Hawthorne has abundant 
white hair, with a heavy dark mustache. He 
is still handsome, but the mustache covers a 


well-formed, sensitive mouth that adds much to 


the beauty of the oil- pa inting. 
FAMILY. «+ 

The photographs of his two: daughters I 
imagined must be like their mother, and 1 was 
disappointed to know that she was not a beau- 
tiful woman. : 

How like us to ask for persona) beauty even 
in a woman who was so charm in manner 
and in conversation, and, above All, who knew 

bow to love and be a comrade to such a man 
as Hawthorne! Mr. Manning says she looked 
like the piéture of Mrs. Browning. The 
daughters both had delicate camieo-like faces. 
Rose, now Mrs. Lathrop, you know through 
her contributions to the magazines, and her 
husband is also literary. Unais dead. In her 
picture, wound through her abundant hair 
are some beads that she always wore, either 
on her wrist or her head, after ber father had 
brought them to her trom Paris. The seif- 
same beads were among the souvenirs we saw. 

Either Julian Hawthorne, whose hfe of his 
father has made such a stir this last year, is 
very handsome or the modern photographer 
who aims to please without regard to fidelity 
bas made him so. They told me he grew up u 
7 man, and it was hoped that he 


125 would be a civil engineer. Just think of his 


far-seeing mother anticipating that there would 
be railroads connecting vcean with ocean, and 
saying that she expected Julian would be build- 
ing one when be was grown.

I have been to the house where he was born. 
Tt is small and simple, standing directly on the 
street, as was then so customary, and has also 
the gambrel or hip roof of those days. In the 
street parallel is the bome of his grandfather, 
where he lived after his father’s death, and in 
the third story of Which he had his study and

‘was shown a pane of glass on which Hawthorne 
had written his name, with the date 1826. It 
was taxen from the old window where he looked 
over the gabied town. It was a real disap- 
pointment to know that there was not in Saiem, 
nor had there been, a house with seven gables. 
An old picture of the Roger Williams house, 
where the witches were tried after he was ban- 
ished, shows several gables, but they are not 
visible now, as a building intrndes on the 
ground in front. 

A very deep chest quite covered with hand- 
carvings in the beautiful time-tinted oak be- 
longea to Hawthorne's sister, and when she 
showed with pride her especial heirioom she 
pointed to the date, MD. 

I looked. enviously on a card-table with the 
twisted legs cut by hand in the style of a far- 
back day, but was content to leave it with its 
rightful owners when I found that it had been 
one of Nathaniel Hawthorne’s household gods.

THE CHOICEST MEMENTO OF ALL. 

It seems that Mr. Manning had reserved for 
me till the last the choicest of all these 
mementos of Hawthorne and his mater- 
nal ancestors. Mr. James T. Fields, 
in gathering together material for his 
paper on Hawthorne in that charm- 
mg collection of his recollections of distin- 
guished men, thought an hour well and de- 
lightfully spent in gomg over a little paper 
called the Spectator, edited by Hawthorne when 
he was 16. He had sprained his ankle and 


was not Bilowed to walk, so, throwing him- ’ 


self down on his stomach. boy-like, he 
printed the whole paper. The letters were 
almost as fine as the present newspaper type. 
There were three columns, the sheets 
were about 8x4 inches. The yearly sub- 
scription of 12 cents shows how much 
more reverence an old-faghioned boy had 
for small sums than our modern youth. I saw 
a poem by one ot bis sisters in my hasty glance 
at this really well-written paper, but most of 
the work was Hawthorne’s. 

The girlhood bome of Miss Peabody, who aft- 
erwards became his wife, was disappointingly 
prosaic to me. Not even a picturesque porch 
with the wealth of vines Salem delights in, 
where he could have told the old, old 
story.” I suspect she listened to that story in 
the burym yard adjoining, where he used to 
waik among the graves of his ancestors. If he 
toid the tale, so old, yet never old, with half 
the charm with which he wrote of it, doubtiess 
sbe, like all of us, would forget that the sur- 
roundings were gruesome ana only see her 
happy future mirrored in the eyes of the man 
she loved so truly. . : 


THE GRANT FUND FAIR. 


SOCIETY’S COLDNESS AND OTHER REASONS 
THREATEN ITS ABANDONMENT. 

New York, Oct. 3.—|Special.]—Tne project 
of a great fair for the Grant monument fund 
has been all but abandoned, though the Madi- 
son Square Garden has been provisionally se- 
cured for the purpose. Vanderbilt has thus 
far declined to contribute, saying he wouid not 
do so until he saw some definitness in the proj- 
ect. He is building a mausoiem for himseif 
tnat will cost $250,000, but he 1s inclined to 
think that the Grant memorial structure ought 
o be a public institution of some sort. But 
when a member of the committee applied to 
him for the Garden, which belongs to his rail- 
road company, he ordered that an option of a 
month, including the holidays, be given, and, as 
he refused to fix a price, saying only, O, there'll 
be no quarrei about the rent,”’ it is assumed 


that he means t® take nothing. That would 
be equivalent to a gift of $20,000. But the re- 
sponsiveness among tashionable women is 


slight and cool. The Grants never mingied in 


their sociai circles, and consequently there is 
no feeling of personal interest. The good ex- 
cuse for relinquisbing the scheme is found in 
the refusal of the flre-insurauce companies to 
write policies adequately protecting sucb a col- 
lection of pictures as was contemplated. In 
last winter’s notable exhibition of paintings in 
the Union League Club five companies con- 
sented to divide among them arisk of half a 
million dollars, in adaition to the half million 
already covermg the house and usual con- 
tents. They were secured by tne venture, and 
have since resolved to limit the policies on art 
shows to $100,000. The owners of treasures, 
reluctant under any circumstances. to lend 
them, cannot be asked todo so without full 
insurance. This fact is made the ostensible 
reason for giving no Grant tund fair. 


WHY ROSWELL DIDN’T RUN, 


AFRAID OF YOUNG ASTOR'S BARREL AND 

THE NECESSITY OF OPENING HIS OWN. 

New York, Oct. 3.—/Speciai.]—One of the 
explanations of Roswell P. Flower's refusal to 
run for the Lieutenant-Governorsbip of this 
State is that William Waldorff Astor would 
have spent money lavishly to defeat him. Such 
is the assertion current among the throngs of 
politicians surroundimg the rival candidates for 
Governor during their stays in this city. Young 
Astor was a nominee for Congress four years 
ago in what is known as me Millionaire Dis- 
triot. The canvass was memorable. Astor 
made personal appeals from residence to resi- 
dence, though the district includes a large sec- 
tion of tenement-houses as well as the man- 
sions of Fifth avenue; and he spent $10 to $50 
in every saloon, thus swelling bis expenses to 
over $100,000. His manager was Jakey Patter- 
son, a noted East Side politician. Flower was 
not much if any less lavish, and his agent was 
Jimmy O’Brien, an experienced campaigner.

Too Much German “Civility” to Suit 
the Patriotic Frenchmen, Who 
Shun Them. 


British Cousins “Touring” About the

Only Source of Amusement Left— 
” Moralizi 


HOMBURG-LES-Bains, Sept. 15. — |Special 
Correspondence.}—The physiognomy of the 
Rhine and its belongings has wofully changed 
since that war which transformed what was 
once the high road to the greatest of all inter- 
national picnic-grounds into a species of inter- 
national barrier. Time was when the Kursaais 
of Ems and Baden-Baden, of Homburg, Wies- 
baden, and Schlangandad were the trysting- 
places of the pleasure-seekers of every land, 
when people met there to enjoy themselves. 
quite indifferent as to the color of the flag that 
waved above their beads or the political signifi- 
cation of the Wacht am Rhein and the 
** Marseillaise,“ preferring to both Mr. Offen- 
bach’s breakdowns and the rattle of roulet 
balls as the croupiers droned out, Rouge gagne, 
impair et passe,” and raked up the piles 
of louis d'or and double Fredericks which had 
been chanced upon the losing color. French 
then was the universal language; in the rooms, 
at the restaurants, on the public promenades, 
everybody spoke French; now you never hear 
its sound, save, perbaps, among the Russians, 
who, away from Russia, sink their own ver- 
nacular, or among ‘traveling English people 
with ambitions in the mildly polygiotic way, 
who find the idioms of Gaul, learned parrot- 
like from a phrase-book, less difficult of mas- 
tery than, as one of them elegantly pat it, 
that d—d lingo which Charles Quint once said 
was only meant to be used as horse-talk.“ 

The French wil) not cross the Rhine now, 
leastwise not in shoais, asin bygone days, when 
they almost monopolized the salons and gave a 
charming tone to everything with their com- 
municative gayety. They still pout and sulk 
over their disasters, of which they are remind- 
ed at every turn, and mayhap fear to encoun- 
ter discourtesy, to be snubbed by their con- 
querors, than which no apprehension is less 
founded; on the contrary, if boorish to other 
traveiers, witness those five Britons who 80 
knocked and bustled, about at Frankfort the 
other day; if surly and churilish in most cir 
cumstances, the German is uniformly civil to 
the: Frencbman—so awfully. civil indeed that 
bis civility seems, as doubtiess it is intehded to 
be, 4 species of assertion of his superiority 
which is galling to the sensitive mind, and to 
escape the humiliation of which the French- 
man stays at bome. Now as to whether the 
elimination of this feature of the old-time so- 
ciety of Rhineland has really been a moral gain. 
Probably it bas, as neither rouiet and trente et 
quarante nor the summer nomads who 
thronged around the tables in the olden time 
could be classed as moralizing agents; but, and 
of this there can be no doubt, it has not con- 
tributei to the material prosperity cf the 
sedentary population, which would skip with 
joy, like the liveliest of little lambs upon the 
hiliside, were a paternal Government to re- 
store those bells in which no native was, by 
law, ever permitted to stakea stiver, because 
with them would return all those for whom 
morality is a mere secondary cousideration, 
the pursuit of pleasure, the one great aim 
of life. The German spas have _ cer- 
tainly become stupid and dull. and, though 
always crowded with visitors during their 
season, receive all their patronage from bona- 
fide invaiids, who drink, bathe, inhale, and 
gargie conscientiously, but who go to roost 
with the chickens, go away enthusiastically 
80 soon as their twenty-five days’ cure is end- 
ed, and never lay out a mark nor a florin on 
amusement. - 

THE FOREIGN ELEMENT. 

Of the foreign element, which is numerous, 
itwould need volumes to do justice to every 
type, and illustrated ones at that. Of the 
protessional tourist, who saves up for a 
twelvemonth to buy a circular ticket from 
Mr. Cooke or Mr. Gage, I may safely say that 
he is ubiquitous, and here, there, and every- 
where obtrusive and offensive. The P. T. is 
always of the British persuasion; it is a species 
with two genders identical in moral 
attributes, but . differing only slightly, 
however, in external signs; the male 
of this speciés is clad in a_ tweed 
jacket with trousers, the female substitutes a 
petticoat for the pantaioons, both wear big, 
coarse bootees and biily cock-hbats, and both 
put on long ulsters or shepherds’ plaids in bad 
weather, when all distinctive marks of gen- 
der are lost; beards or their absence are not 
distinctive marks, as many female P. T.’s are 
knowa to possess them. 

The P. T.’s, as acynical moralist has writ- 
ten, have brought Scotland. North Wales, Ni- 
agara Falls, Switzerland, the Rhine, Ramsgate, 
and Lower Egypt. to the lowes: depths of 
physical and woral degradation. At Ramsgate 
they tear about on donkeys, eat shrimps and 
drink weak tea; in Scotland and Wales 
they tear up iterne; in Egypt they have 
quadurpled the prices of scarabee; in 
Switzerland tney have so mutilated nat- 
ure by their depredations on the 
edelweiss that the Berne Councilmen have 
made the sale and exportation of the roots of 
that exquisit little flower a penal offense, 
which measure alone is likely to prevent its 
utter extermination, while extra policemen 
have been found necessary to protect the 
gardens of Ems and Weisbaden against the 
vandais who are particulariy spiteful in their 
deportment towards poor Homburg, for rea- 
sons which I will explain as they were set 
forth to me by an intelligent citizen who “of 
it the cause discovered had. The patridtic 
and peripatetic Briton, whose love tor terri- 
torial aggrandizement is notorious, has been 
of late sorely mortified by the steady, if slow. 
reduction of the dimensions of the British 
Empire. Now, until very recentiy, Hom- 
burg was, to all intents and pur- 
poses, a British settlement: Brizisn athletes 
cricketed in its meadows; British snobs made 
themselves most objectionable in its gilded 
halis; British respectabinty, represented by its 
Lords and its Commons, its church and its bar, 
filied the lodging-houses and satin state upon 
the airy terraces; the British idiom was as 
natural at Homburg as at Cambridge or Oxford; 
you might be understood were you to address 
a stranger in German, yet this might also hap- 
pen in America or Engiand, but if you asked 
for a lunch at any restaurant the keliner would 
look aghast should you order anything except 
a chop or steak anda bottle of Bass’ best. 
Sovereigns were as current on the Lichten- 
stein strasse as on the Strand, and Harvey's 
sauces, mixed pickles, Saugster’s umbrelias, 

Atkinson’s #perfumery were the 

of Homburg trade. In short, 
Homburg was as essentially an Euglish 
colony as Baden was Franch and Ems and 
Wiesbaden Austrian and Russian. But the 
Germans became tetohy after they had 
cemented their tribes with foreign blood, and 
certain topographical and ethnological pedants 
having proved that the once Capital of an in- 
finitesimai Burgravate hud always been Ger- 
man at heart, an indignant protest was sent 
through Teutonia’s representative at the Court 
of St. James against Britannia’s pretensions, 
after which it was decreed that, henceforth and 
forever, Homburg should form an integral

Its population is sufficientiy numerous to 
keep up a semblance of vitality in its streets, 
and, being a Prussian provincial capital, has 
a reason tor existence independent of mineral- 
waters, gaming-tables, exotic habitués, and 
other attractions of an extraordinary nature to 
which Homburg owed its being and prosperity. 
Wiesbaden has not drooped utterly, but it is 
deadly dull. 

And Spa? Lise every other place where 
gambiing used to be tolerated, its aboiition has 
ruined Spa, aithaugh it possesses one of the 
finest, if not absolutely the finest, bathing 
establishments on the Continent, and is sur- 
rounded. by a charmingly picturesque country. 

And with this | winu up my summary of the 
situation at torei bads, adding thereto this 
opinion of a high-toned child of Britannia; 
It the abolition of jeux be a reform, it is 
doubtiess richt that the inhabitants of Baden, 
Spa, Maunheim, Wiesbaden, and Homburg 
sbould suffer in the cause of humanity, but in 
loco it seems rather hard upon them, and every 
one must regret that the pieasurable episodes 


of an autumn tour should be so diminished by 


the moralization and ruin of the brightest 
haunts in Europe.”

NOT DESIRABLE “ RISKS.” 


HOW LIFE-INSURANCE MEN CLASS THE | 


PRESIDENTS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
New Lokk. Oct. 3.—(Special.]—At a recent 


meeting of life-insurance officers attended by 


the Presidents of three of the larger compan- 
jes and the actuaries of a number of others 
the question of insuring the lives of Presidents 
of the United States was discussed. The sub- 
ject was neither seriously nor formally con- 
sidered, but it chanced to be suggested, and a 
general expression of ideas ensued. The prop- 
osition Was that, as two out of twenty-two 
Presidents have been assasinated, or about 10 
per cen. the risk is proportionately extra 
hazardous. It was stated that Arthur bad a 
policy ot $10,000 on entering the office of Vice- 
President, and that after becoming President 
he applied tor and obtained a second tor the 
same amount. Five thousand doliars was lost 
on Lincoln and $12,000 on Garfield. Cleveland 
has policies for $16,000, all issued before his 
election, and a month ago one of the New York 
companies received, through its Washington 
agency, an application for $10,000 more. This 
will be promptly granted, and the discussion 
bere was merely 6 ve, though it was 
conceded that the element of risk in a Presi 
dent is above the average.

| Of Admiral Porter's work on the navai history 


of the War—or, to be more exact, so much of 
the manuscript as the publishers bave re- 
ceived. The work is graphically written, and, 
while all the great engagements are extensive- 
ly treated, minor expioits have not been over- 
looked. Indeed, one of the most interesting 
features of the book will be descriptions of 
brilliant and intrepid exploits by subordinate 
officers, recorded here for the first time. . Not 
only Farragut, Porter, and Foote figure in this 
work, but also Commander Walke, Lieut. 
Cushing, Flusser, and other Officers, whose 
daring feats read almost like romances. Com- 
mander (now Rear Admiral) Waike is an artist 
of great merit. As soon as possibie after the 


engagements in which he took part he made 
pictures of mem. Engravings from these will 
adorn Admiral Porter's book. 

Porter devotes a large portion of his book to 
the operations of the gunboat flotilla in West- 
ern waters. Here are some extracts from 
what he has to say on the subject:

The difficulties with whicn 
the navy had to contend on the Atlantic coast 
were many, and their duty was harass- 
ing, but at least they had general 
ly sea-room and intervals of rest. An 
officer could retire to rest without the expecta- 
tion of having a volley of musketry crash 
through his stateroom, or when waiking on 
deck he did not risk being knocked over by 
some cowardly bushwhacker who would watch 
all day for the chance of picking off somebody 
on board a gunboat just as in peaceful times 
be had laid in wait for a coon or a wild tur- 
key. . . . . After the capture of Vicks- 
burg the gunboats were stationed ail aloug the 
Mississippi from Cairo to Red River, and on 
the Ohio, Tennessee, and Cumberland Rivers. 
Most of the officers in the squadron were vol- 
unteers, natives of the West, who had never 
nad any naval experience previous to the War, 
but it was wonderful to see how quickly they 
accommodated themselves to circumstances 
and what excellent officers they became. Their 
energy and zeal were equal to their courage, 
and many of them made fine records before 
the War ended.” 

One of the finest passages in the book is the 
account of the battle of Memphis; but before 
quoting it I wish to quote from the Admirals 
tribute to Commander Walke after the descrip- 


No. 10 by the Carondelet, a service which was 
ne overtooked at the time. Says the Ad- 
miral: : 

It seems to the writer that such a service 
was worthy a much warmer eulogium than 
Commander Walke received for his successful 
conduct of a perilous undertaking, for these 
ironclad gunboats were really a verv vulnerable 
class of vessels and utterly inadequate to re- 
sist the plunging shot from the enemy’s 
elevated batteries. A single shot going in 
above and gomg out through the bottom would 
have completely crippied a vessel. It could 
hardly be ted that any vessel could 
pass so many heavy works, even at night with 
rain and storm to help her, and yet receive no 
damage, and it was the merest accident that 
the Carondelet was not struck by the enemy’s 
shot. [t would seem that in these 
transactions the accuracy of official reports 
may be called in question. : 

The description of the battle of Me is is 
so vivid that I quote it almost entire: 

‘* The Confederate gunboats opened fire upon 
our fleet as it moved down. -At this time the 
ram fleet was several miles up the river, 
though coming down, and it was necessary for. 
our gunboats to maneuvre, 80 as to enable it 
to move up. When the battle had fairly com- 
menced two of the army rams, the Queen of 
the West, Col. Charles Ellet, and the Monarch, 


tearlesly ahead of the gunboats and ran for 
the enemy’s fleet. At the first encounter they 
sunk one and disabled another of the Confed- 
erates, who were taken greatly by surprise, as 
they did not know we had any rams, but took 
them for transporte. 

“The rams were closely followed by the 
Union gunboats in order of battle, under the 
lead of Flag-Officer Davis, and opened a vigor- 
ous fire, which was kept up until the end ot the 
battle. The Queen of the West, being in ad- 
vance of the Monarch, was now badly rammed 
by the Beauregard, which vessel, in company 
with the Gen. Price, then made a dash at the 
Monarch as she approached them, but missing 
their marx crashed together, the Beauregard 
cutting the Price down to the water line and 
tearing off her port wheel. The Monarch then 
rammed the Seauregard, and she quickly 
gunk in the river opposit Memphis, being 
struck at the same time in the boiier 
by a shell from one of the ironciads. The 
General Lovell having been struck by the 
Queen of the West, or the Monarch (as the lat- 
ter claims), went to the bottom so suddenly as 
to take a number of her officers and crew 
down with her. By this time the best part of 
the Confederate rams and gunboats bad been 
disabled and the fight now became a running 
one. The ram Van Dorn escaped down the 
river. The Jeff Thompson was set fire to by 
the shelis from the ironciads. The Sumter and 
Bragg were somewhat cut up, but did not sink, 
and thus of all the Rebel fleet only the Van 
Dorn escaped. 

„ When it was known in the fleet that some 
of the enemy’s vessels were sinking and a cry 
came up for help, the flagship Benton lowered 
her boats ana sent ber officers and men to 
rescue their bitter foes. Bright amid all the 
horrors of that day will shine these deeds of 
bumanity, and our sailors may feel a more 
giorious pride in having saved their heipiess 
enemies than in having conquered them. 

To those who stood on the river bank at 
Memphis this battle must have seemed like a 
norrid dream, so different was the result from 
what they had anticipated. Here were assem- 
bied the relations of those who manned the 
powerful and swift vessels which were 
tully expected to wipe the slow-moving 
and awkward ironciads. off the face 
of the river. Who can tell what they felt when 
they saw the Contederate fleet sunk, blown up, 
or burst. Many human beings were buffeting 
the waves while the battle was going on, and 
their cry for help rose above the sounds of 
conflict. No aid could reach them from the 
shore, and their friends clasped their hands 
over their faces to saut out the agonizing 


sight.

ing is probably more closely studied, and cer- 
tainly more scientifically practuced, at Geneva 
than in any other European city.

To obtain 
certain results the operation (the method of 
which the Professor explained in great detail 
must be conducted with the utmost care 

attention. But success, when once achieved, 
is as complete as could be desired. A body 
skilifully treated by Prof, Laskowski'’s method 
assumes “the natural and agreeable exprés- 


sion ' it bore immediately after death, and the 


skin becomes firm and as white as Carrara 
marble. Exbhumations of bodies thus preserved 
and the condition of the specimens in the 
auatomical museum, which after the lapse 
of years are as perfect as on the day they were 
pre prove that they will remam intact 
almost. indefinitly, always providing that the 
specimens are kept in air-tight cabineta and 
the bodies placed im hermetically closed cof- 
fins or other receptacies. Whether it be worth

CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLE. 


THE OBELISK CRUMBLING, BUT THE PARK 
BOARD WILL TAKE STEPS TO STAY ITS 
FALL. 

New York Sun: At the meeting of the Park 
Board yesterday President Crimmins teld the 
Commissioners that the obelisk in Central Park 
was on the road to decay, and that unless 
something be done at once it would crumble 
into dust. Mr. Crimmins said that de bad 
written to Prof. Doremus, and produced the 
Profeseor’s reply. The letter said that 
Prof. Doremus had examined the obelisk 
last fall, and had found at its base 
many small particles of stone, which had 
failen from it. They varied from the size of a 
pin's head to that of a cnffee-bean. He 
showed them to the late Commander Gorringe 
and suggested that melted parafiine be appiied 
to the obelisk’s surface. It Was the only sub- 
stance he could ad - because of its inde- 
structible nature. Prof. Birch, keeper of an- 
tiquities of the British Museum, told Prof. 
Doremus last June that unless something be 
done the stone would scale off in much larger 
pieces than those found at the base of the obe- 
lisk. The letter also says: 

At your request, Mr. President, I have again paid 
several visite to the obelisk. From the base of 
this monument I obtained over an ounce of little 
fragments of the stone. On applying the fluger- 
nail to the surface of the stone, I was able to pick 
of fakes an inch or more in length. Dr. Birch's 
prediction is thas verified. Underneath most of 
the flakes was a green fungoid growth, which will 
also aidin the destructive work. On the eastern 
side of the monolith, near its base, is 4 fissure 
about three feet in length. It is visible from the 
roadway. The blade of a knife can be inserted 
therein between two and three inches from the 
surface of the stone. A vice continues to a 
much greater depth. The'vein in which this oc- 
curs can be traced to the southern and western side 
of the obelisk. 

Shouid this huge piece split of the monument 
would fall. 1 would, therefore, advise thas the 
obelisk be treated, before the cold weather sete in, 
with melted paratine, after carefully warming its 
surface to insure adsorption. 4 

The matter was referred to Commissioner 
Borden, with power, and the obelisk will be 
attended to at once. }

HISTORY OF A LAWSUIT. 

HOW LEGAL TSCHNICALITIES HAVE PROF- 
ITED A RAILROAD COMPANY IN TEN YEARS 
OF LITIGATION. 

About a week ago mention was made ofa 
suit which had been in the courts for eleven 
years, and which seemed to be no nearer de- 
cision than when it was first begun. The case 
exhibits so remarkably the legal shifts and 
technicaijities by which justice en be evaded 
that it deserves a more extended account. The 
5th of July, 1872, George M. Sloan, a. lawyer, 
started to go in a buggy with a frend across 
Eighteenth street bridge from the South to the 
West Side. As he was crossing the railroad 


tracks just west of the bridge a passing train - 


stopped his proceedmg. Another locomotive 
came along and suddenly blew its whistle. The 
noise made Sloan's horse rear and plunge, and 
Sloan attempted to jump out, but feil 
and broke his right wrist. The 30th of July, 
1874, Sloan began a suit for $10,000 damages 
against the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
Railroad Company. The decigration contained 
two counts, or statements, of the injury and 
cause of action, the first charging carelesness 
of the company’s servants, other general 
mismanagement of the locomotive. On the 
trial leave Was given according to law to amend 
the declarahon by adding a count or charge 
that the injury was caused by the negligence 
of the flagman at the crossing. The case was 
first tried April 22, 1876, and a verdict rendered 
in Sioan’s favor for $3,000. The Judge, how- 


ever, set this aside because the plaintiff bad 
amended his declaration by merely specifying 
the servant of the company who bad been 
guilty of negligence, though the statutes ex- 
‘pressiy allowed such amendment to be made 
any time be‘ore trial. A second trial was hal 
Nov. 16, 1876, resulting in a verdict of $4,000, 
but this was set aside by the Judge on the 
ground of an error in one of the plain- 
tiff’s instructions which the Judge himself 
had given. The third trial took place Jan. 13, 
1877, and during its progress the plaintiff dis- 
covered the old Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Ch. 
cago Railroad Company had long since gone 
out of existence, and therefore asked leave to 
amend by making the Pennsylvania Company 
the defendant instead. 
Here comes in the legal jugglery. Sloan 
when be amended his declaration, did not know 
that the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chieago Haii- 
road Company, which had been sold ont in 1862, 
had n changed into the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railway Company. This lat- 
ter company in 1869 leased its road for 999 
years to the Pennsylvania Company which has 
since operated it. The suit could have 
been brought either against the rail 
way company, the lessor, or the lessee, 
but a difficulty arose in this way of which the 
defendant made the most: The original suit 
was begun only two days before the expiration 
of the two years after the accident, within 
which all suits must by law be begun against 
a railroad company. When the declaration 
was amended on thé third trial by the substitu- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Company, it was the 
same as though the suit hed just been begun 
against it, and it had a right to plead the 
statute of limitations, as it is called. This was 
done, and it gave rise to a large amount of 
technical pleading. The plaintiff tried to show 
the orginal summons was served on parties 
who were at the same time officers of the Fort 
Wayne Road and the Pennsylvania Companys, 
and that the officers of the latter, as a matter of 
fact, came in and defended the suit against the 
former, thus recognizing their liability, and do- 
ing away with any necessity of a further sum- 
mons on them. The summons against the 
Pennsylvania Road was served on R. C. Mei- 
drum, the same person who had been served in 
1874, as the agent of the old Fort Wayne Road. 
The amended declaration was filed March 27, 
1877, containing four counts, the first and flith 
charging in slightly different language the 
negligence of certain servants of the defend- 
ant, the second and third charging negligence 
of a certain servant in charge of the locomo- 
tive, and the fourth charging negligence of a 
servant in blowmg the whistle. Two pleas 
were filed—first, a plea of general denial; and 
second, a pléa tting up that the time 
bad expired. in which the action could 
be brought. Four  feplications were 
put in to these pleas, charging with all pos- 
sible verbiage that the defendant was a For- 
eign corporation and was out of the State at 
the time the accident occurred, and also that 
it bad been sued by the name of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Raflroad Company. 
Demurrers were filed to the replications and dis- 
posed of in such a way as to leave two ques- 
tions to be decided: First, as to whether the 
Fort Wayne Road and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany were identical, and, second, whether a 
foreign corporation could sbield itself Under 
the statute of limitations. it having 
agents in the State on whom service 
of process could be had. Rejoinders 
were next filed to the replications allecing that 
the defendant had had agents here ever since 
the accident, then demurrers to the rejoinders. 
More arguments and orders, and finally a trial 
was had Sept. 19, 1877, before Judge McAllis- 
ter, resuiting in a verdict for $3,000. The case 
was then appealed to the Appellate Court, 
where it was affirmed. Judge Heaton held that 
after three verdicts on proper instructions he 
b felt inclined to further investigate the 
evidence. The errors in the instructions and 
legal points also were not of a character to 
prejudice the jury.

Go-Lucky GypsiesA Soothing 
Beverage. 6 


Sr. Maro, France, Sept. 15. — [Special 
Cortespondence.j—-Mount St. Michael-—or 
Michel—is one of the great wonders of the 
Norman-Breton coast, since it combines what 
is most starting and picturesque in 
Nature with an architectural beauty in which 
the strangest tours de force, or skillful effects, 
are developed in a manner unknown to these 
days of ours; when the divorce petween the 
beautiful and useful in bujding is about com- 


plete. Let the reader imagine a vast expanse 


thousands of acres broad of flat sand, covered 
with water at bigh tide, ont of which about a 
mile from the mainiand rises to the bight of 
nearly 200 feet a rock so steep as to be al 
most of sugar-loaf shape. Then let him 
suppose this rock to be covered with old 
Gothic buildings, ali in a mass, parapets, arches, 
towers, quaint bridges, crenelated walls above 
walls, the Whole forming literally five stories 
of churches and fortress all in one, and all rest - 
ing on the same stupendous and beautiful pil- 
lars on the ground floor. The whole crowned 
with towers and spires forms a view without 
a parallel. Seen by sunset and at high tide, 
when it becomes an island, with the water 
washing its walls, with rosy clouds castihg @ 
light on its towers, it reminds one of Ubland’s 
castle by the sea—as if it were doubting 
whether to bend over and see its beauty re- 
flected in the food below or to climb upward 
into the glow of the evening clouds. 

At the base of the fortress-bill church you 
pass through a Gothic gateway flanked by tow- 
ers, and find yourself in an open place, which 
is at onde a street and the courtyard of the 
hotel kept by Monsieur, but much more by 

adame, Poularde. Mme. Poularde, be it 
known, of the two, is a great uational iustitu- 
tion. Her fameis allover France. You ask 
an artist about Mount St. Michel and he begins 
to rave about Mme. Poularde. ou 
inquire of an Englishwoman as 
to isthe romantic scenery and she 
dilates on the incomparable hostess. You 
inquire of another as to the wind and the waves 
which beat on the rocky isie, and you are told 
that the wind and waves do not dance so nimb- 
ly or fly about, or do as much washing in the 
same time as Mme. Poularde. Aud all 1 can 
say is that the fame is deserved, and that 
madame is a marvel, and beats her island 
which is saying a great deal. In reality she is 
a very pretty young Frenchwoman; yet her 
forte is not beauty but action. Imagine seven- 
teen of the liveliest French housekeepers who 
ever lived condensed into one, arranged to go 
by electricity, with the power of being in ser- 
enteen places and talking to seventeen people 
all at once, and you have this wonderful 
woman. 1 do not know why she keeps any 
servants, since she stands by the cook and 
sees to every dish—giyes out every ounce of 
provender and acts as head clerk. About halt 
the time at table you look up and find that she 
is waiting on you. You start up the staircase 
which is out in the rocks and leads far on high, 
and there is madame opening a cave cupboard 
and drawing cider. She attends to the wine, 
and when night comes and you go up, Heaven 
knows bow many flights of stone stalrs, all 
out of doors, across a bridge, under a cay- 
ernous long archway in a rock, and by appall- 
ing precipices and toppling parapets unto your 
hedroom, it is Mme. Poularde who brings you 
a wind-lantern—such as they call a fanus in 
Egypt—and bids you Bonne nuit! Add to all 
this that La Poularde bas the wondrous facul- 
ty of conveying to every human being with 
about half a glance or a single word the feel- 
ing that she is particularly interested in and 
especially pleased with that one person, and 
you have the main points of this model 
hostess. 

A WONDERFUL PLACE. 

When I state that the isiand is 3,000 feet in 
circumference and 164 feet high, that its sum- 
mit is crowned by a church, bristling with pin- 
nacles, while grouped around it, but at a lower 
level, is a mass of stone Gothic buildings, 
half monastic and half-military, I give a more 
accurate idea of its appearance. The entrance 
to this remarkable place is through a trebie 
gateway, every bit of buiiding being ancient, 
and strange, and striking, one thing setting 
out another, and there being not a nook or 
corner that would not look well in a scene in 
the theatre—which is, after all, as good a test 
as any of picturesqueness. A flight of steps 
in the rock leads to ramparts erected ip the 
time of Charles VII. These sweep broad and 
wide round the mountain, and are battlemented 
and modulated all along the lines with nine 
circular towers. Then there is a fifteenth 
century Gothic church, past the hotels, from 
which a trifling little flight of only 258 steps 
leads up to the entrance where we ascend 
ninety-six steps more to the Terrace Beaure- 
gard, whence there is a wondrous view, espe- 
Cially when the sun fails fair on the shin- 
ing sands below. These sands assume many 
hdes—an English artist friend whom I found 
at the rock declared that it required a year's 
residence on the mount to master their tones 
and effects, and that they were always chang- 
ing, ever beautiful. 

What I specially noted was, firstly, the Salle 
des Chevaliers of the twelfth century, about a 
hundred feet long by seventy wide, in which 
Louis XI., who made two pilgrimages to this 
holy place, founded the Order of St. Michael. 
Next to it is another large hall, the refectory, 
also twelfth century, with two immense fire- 
places side by side. 
larger in the world. This mass of building is 
called La Merveille, or the Wonder, with good 
reason, as it is a triumph, not only of archi- 
tectural skill on a vast scale, such as the world 
cannot now equal, with all its science, without 
merely imitating; but because of the extraor- 
dinary beauty of the lines and detalls of orna- 
ment. This is chiefly seen in the top story 
directly above the Hall of the Knights in the 
Cloisters, built in 1228 and very carefully re- 
stored in 1881. Let the reader imagine an open 
square space of eighty-two feet by forty-two, 
surrounded by a covered walk or double row 
of narrow-pointed arches, resting on 220 
éolonets, the capitals of which, with the span- 
Arils and the roofing, are covered with the 


most exquisit scroli-work, rosets, foliage, and 


figures which the early middle ages ever pro- 
duced. The guardians conduct parties through 
the building twice a day, all being locked up in 
the interval. By my request I was allowed to 
remain in the cloister in order to copy some of 
these ornaments. I tound to my amazement 
that such is the richness of design in this place 
that no patterno is twice repeated. 

When it is remembered that the architecture 
of the Church of St. Michael has been deciared 
by a @reat writer on that art to be the most 
peértect specimen of pure Gothic in existence, 
and that from the spot whefe one sees this to 
greatest advantage one is about 400 feet above 
the ocean level, looking afar at the most su- 
perb views of sea and shore scenery, it will be 
understood that it is a piace of wonderful at- 
traction. Yet those who come to it are not as 
much tourists—albeit there is no lack of these, 
especially English—as pilgrims. No place in 
Normandy or Brittany js esteemed to be so 
holy as this, and crowds come hither all the 
year round. 
I was pleased to examine the many shops de- 
voted to the sale of objects for worship. These 
include not only crosses, and rosaries, and 
prayer-books, but such things as sacred breast- 
pins, religious éarrings, boly hair-pins, pious 
pen-wipers, and withal an endless variety of 
ornamental and useful articles, all in some way 
symbolical of St. Michael, and bear.ng the 
sword or spear. Attached to a shop I saw a 
small but very remarkabie collection of jewelry 
belonging to the church, and of immense 
value. One of pieces corisisted of jewels 
given chiefly by Kings and Queen, the gemma 
gemmarum being an immense sapphire. The 
exbibiter offered for sale a pendant of the time 
of Francis the First for only 1,280 francs. It 
was really worth twice as much. He had also 
a few more antiques for sale, ali at reasonable 
prices. I have always said that the four most 
picturesque places I have ever seen were Cairo, 
as seen from the Mokattam hillé at sunset. 
Prague, Edinburg, and Moscow. To these I 
now add Mount St. Michel.

MES. WOODWORTH. 

Mrs. Maria B. Woodworth was horn in New 
Lisbon, Columbiang Opunty, O., July 22, 1845. 
She was the fourth daughter of a large family 
of children, Her earlier years were spent with 
her parents, who at that time were not Chris- 
tians, and gave little heed to her religious traip- 
ing. Her father joined the Disciple Church, 
however, in 1855, one year prior to hig death, 
which death was the first great sorrow of her 
life. Upon his death the family was left in 
destitute circumstances, and the battie of life 
began. She left home and became a domestic, 
working for a sum barely sufficient to clotne 
herself. Deprived of the opportunity to attend 
school, she devoted her spare moments to the 


reading and study of such books as she could 


obtain. She had attended church but little up 
to this time, though she says her heart went 
out in strong desire to know of God when gne 
was but 8 years old. She was converted at the 
age of 13 under the preaching of Dr. Belding, 
and was thereaftera regular attendant upon 
all church services and was a deyout worshiper. 
Soon after her conversion she felt called to go 
out into the highways and hedges and gather 
in the lost sheep, but was restrained by the 
doctrines of her associate church-members, 
who did not believe that a woman should pub- 
licly proclaim God's word. 
COURTSHIP AND MARRIAGE. 

Concerning her courtship and marriage to 
Mr. Woodworth, she says: ‘Mr. Woodworth 
came into our town to visit some of his friends. 
He had been in the army five years, and was 
spoken of as a great hero. The first time I met 
him was at the house of a dear friend, and in 


order to bring us together she left me to enter- . 


tain him while she prepared supper. He had 
told me of his trials and hardships in the army, 
and what terrible dangers he had passed 
through. and he won my sympathy. He fell in 
love at first sight, as be often expressed him- 
seif since. He made up his mind to marry me 
at any cost. My experience with the worid 
was limited, as my life had been very retired. 
I was persuaded by friends in whom I bad 
great confidence. He pressed his suit, and in a 
month from the time we first met we were 
married, I bad not been in his company much. 
I forgot the gpostie’s warming: ‘Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with unbelievers.’ I 
thought I could easily lead him to Christ, but 
I came near being led away myself and losing 
my experience.” ; 

Soon after their marriage they settled in the 
country, farfrom the Christian influences for 
which she longed. Her health grew poor. 
Four children, the idols of her heart, were 
carried to the graye, and she came pear to 
death’s door herself. With her many trials 
and temptations her burden of anguish 
heeame heavier as she saw her husband’s mind 
and health, which had been impaired while in 
the army, both begin to give way—so much so 
that he was incapable of attending to business 
a great part of the time. The death of her 
children caused her to turn her thoughts more 
directly to religious things, and she deter- 
mined, in the language of David, to go to the 
loved ones, since they could not come to her. 
Her health gave way under the great sorrow 
she had been called to pass through. and for 
months she seemed upon the brink of the 
grave. 

While lying upon her bedof affliction she 
says she would have such A visions. In 
one of these she saw the Savior's smiling face 
and placed her hands upon his mangied body. 
Again she seemed carried away and was set 
down in tne beautiful city which Christ had 
gone to prepare. In this vision sbe saw her 
children shining in dazzling beauty around 
God's throne, She regained her health and re- 
joiced at the conversion of her husband. He 
seemed a different man and spoke with other 
tongues, but when the triais came he became 
discouraged. Ow 
of his mind, he was high and low in experience.

SOME POENTS ON €CENERY. 


Some time ago there appeared in these 
columns an article adyocating barmony and 
fitness in scenic investiture, ane pointing out 
the vuigarities and incongruities of painting 
that are constantly obtruded upon the public 
at the local theatres. The exhibition of scenic 
art which was recently held in this city showed 
beyond doubt that the brethren of the brush 
in Chicago possessed not only the correct prin- 
ciples of taste (in which they are far beyond 
both managers and public), but also an ability 
which every friend of the theatre should wisn 
to see developed and encouraged. he fol- 
lowing letter from a Chicago scenic artist (in 
which some personal references are omitted) 
Will be read with interest: 

CHICAGO, Oct. L—[Kditor of The Tribune.j—I 
agree with the views set down in THE TRIBUNE as 
to scenic art, and I have seen no evidence that any 
other paper in Chicago knows or cares anything 
about it. I controverted the article as far as it at- 
tacked my br@ther artists, but the position taken in 
regard to stage-setting was positively correct— 
especially the assertion that furniture borrowed 
from a store is jnartistic and inappropriate as a

DVORAK’S “ sPKCTRE’S BRIDE.”’ 

Just as Mackenzie’s ** Rose of Sharon was 
the choral sensation of last season Dvorak’s 
“*Speetre’s Bride bids fair to render the pres- 
ent year permanently memorable in the annals 
of music. A perusal of the pianoforte score, 
from the press of Novello, Ewer & Co. (London 
and New York), shows the work to be one of 
rare beauty and force. The legend upon which 
it is founded is common to many languages, 
although somewhat varied in the manner of the 
denouement, The sleeping village at midnight 
affords the chorus its point of departure in a 
reposeful, beautifully-wzitten number. wherein 
characteristically yocal effects are employed 
as a part of the musical coloring. In a lighted 
chamber a maiden bitterly prays before a 
shrine. She is alone in the world and the sense 
of desolation overpowers her. She prays that 
if ber lover may not come back to ber she may 
go to him. A knock at the door awakens her 
from her dovotions and her lover’s voice calls 
her forth. Into the night she follows him over 
rou gh and thorny paths, with feet torn and 
with muscles quiverms with exhaustion. From 
time to time here lover reassures her with 
words of tenderness to which she always makes 
answer: 

I do not fear when I have thée, 
The band of God is over me. 

Chorus and orchestra narrate the desperate 
journey. From time to time the duet recurs, 
and again as before the maiden ayers her trust 
in God. Aftereach interruption the journey 
becomes more desperate. At her lover’s com-
